TO THE 
Pittsfield City Council 
MONDAY, JANUARY 6 
1913 


MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council :— 


The city charter provides that the “mayor shall from time 
to time communicate to the city council or either branch there- 
of such information and recommend such measures as the bus- 
iness and the interest of the city may in his opinion require’’. 
In accordance with the above provision I herein set forth such 
information and recommend such measures for your consid- 
eration as I deem advisable. 


The people of this city have lived under municipal govern- 
ment for the past 22 years. When the first city government 
was inaugurated January 5, 1891, the poptlation was about 
17,252. It is now about 35,000 an increase of nearly 103 per 
cent. The number of dwelling houses then was 2735, and the 
number now is 5134, an increase of about 88 per cent. The 
taxable valuation of the city at that time was $10,292,696; 
it is now $33,983,555 an increase of about 230 per cent. The 
number of polls assessed then was 4869, and it is now 10,631, 
an increase of about 119 per cent. The amount of money 
appropriated at that time for expenses was $240,966, and it is 
now $663,328, an increase of about 175 per cent. The amount 
raised by taxation then was $159,961.36 the rate per thousand 
was $18.25; the per capita assessment was $9.27. The total 
amount raised by taxation in 1912 was $599,022.48; the rate 
per thousand was $17.00. Assuming that our population is 
now 35,000 there is an increase of about 274 per cent and the 
per capita assessment is $17.11. The amount of our total 
indebtedness then was $456,128.25 a per capita indebtedness 
of $26.44. Our total indebtedness now is $2,362,690.40 and 
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upon the assumption that there are 35,000 souls in the city 
this is an increase of 309 per cent and a per capita indebtedness 
of about $67.50. These figures serve to illustrate the strides 
we have taken in 22 years. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION. 


As near as it may be approximated at this time our finan- 
cial condition is as follows:

After our water debt of $1,452,000 is subtracted from our 
total debt of $2,362,690.40 it will leave a balance of $910,690.40, 
the per capita debt on this amount being $26.02. 


PARKS. 


By a vote of the citizens at our recent election, the city 
has adopted the provisions of Chapter 28 of the Revised Laws. 
This chapter provides that the mayor is authorized to appoint, 
subject to the confirmation by the city council, a board of five 
park commissioners, who shall hold office for the terms of one, 
two, three, four and five years, respectively, from the first 
Monday of May next following such appointment. They are 
to serve without pay. They are authorized by said chapter 
to take land for, lay out and improve the parks of the city. 
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The city council, by a two-thirds vote, may appropriate such 
sums of money for park purposes as it deems advisable. This 
virtually takes the parks of the city from the control of the 
city council. We have several parks, the Common, Spring- 
side park, Burbank park and Park Square, and it would seem 
from the way they are cared for, we have all the parks we need 
at present. 


But I think I ought to say a word about Burbank park. 
This is a park bordering on Onota lake, which, by making a 
suitable pavilion on the lake front, will be of some benefit to 
the inhabitants of the city as a pleasure ground, and it seems 
that something ought to be done to develop it along these lines. 
The new park commission will, I trust, take this matter up at 
1ts earliest convenience. 


STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 


We have about 150 miles of streets to look after and some 
of our main thoroughfares are in pretty bad shape. Automo- 
bile travel and heavy street traffic has a telling effect on the 
best roads. However, we must meet these contingencies the 
best way we know how. The customary way of repairing roads, 
by dumping gravel thereon and allowing it to remain there 
for the season and then carting it away again, is a thing of the 
past. We have no gravel to speak of now, and what is spread 
over the roads is not gravel but dirt. Our principal streets 
such as East street, Elm street, Wahconah street, West street, 
Fenn street, East Housatonic street, Lincoln street and Tyler 
street and several others, must be re-surfaced. This is the best 
way to improve these streets at the present time. Crushed 
trap rock can be secured at a reasonable price and with such 
material on hand, our principal streets can be re-surfaced and 
put in good condition until they can be permanently improved. 


It appears that there are several streets in different parts 
of the city that have been laid out and are being used, but 
have never been legally accepted. It seems to me that where 
these streets are in fairly good condition and reasonably safe 
for public travel, they ought to be accepted, and such streets 
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as are not laid out and are fit for city use, should be legally 
laid out and accepted. The same thing may be said about 
sidewalks. It is a cause of common complaint that there are 
several streets that have been used for many years, though 
sadly in need of sidewalks. In most of these cases the abutters 
are willing to pay one-half the cost of making new walks, and 
in fairness to them the city should proceed at once to put in 
new sidewalks and pay the balance. 


PUBLICITY IN SETTLING BUDGET. 


One of the most important acts of the city council is to make 
up and settle the annual budget. Last year the annual bud- 
get totaled $663,000 for different needs of the city. Settling 
the different amounts that are needed to carry on the differ- 
ent departments require close attention and accurate infor- 
mation. I think it is advisable on certain occasions that the 
entire city council go over this budget as a committee of the 
whole, and assist the finance committee to settle it, and further, 
that public meetings be held and the voters invited to attend 
and state the needs and wants of the different sections of the 
city. I believe this will be a means of giving members of the 
city council information on certain subjects that will assist 
them to intelligently settle the budget. 


BuILDING Lot PROMOTERS. 


In past years building lot promoters have obtained tracts 
of land and built superficial streets and sidewalks and 
then dumped their building lots upon an innocent public. 
In most all cases these streets and sidewalks have been poorly 
constructed, and a burden has been imposed upon the city to 
reconstruct and keep such streets and walks in repair. In 
the future, all land promoters should be forbidden to open tracts 
of land for sale, until permanent streets and sidewalks have 
been established. I think such a course would save the city 
thousands of dollars. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Our fire fighting force consists of a chief engineer, assist- 
ant engineer, two captains, an electrician, twenty one-per- 
manent firemen, twenty-two call men, and 47 volunteer firemen 
who are located in West Pittsfield. So far as I can ascertain 
the discipline of the fire department is satisfactory. A new 
aerial truck has recently been purchased at a cost of $11,000. 
This is a very expensive piece of machinery and requires a good 
deal.of care and skill in handling. The recent accident which 
occured on North street, whereby said truck ran upon the 
sidewalk and demolished a store window, brings to our atten- 
tion the fact that this truck ought not to be sent out on every 
alarm. It was purchased to fight fires in high buildings, and 
I would recommend that the city council establish territorial 
fire limits for this truck, a limit beyond which it should not 
go. 


PUBLIC MARKET. 


This year there has been a persistent demand for a public 
market. The public market is an old idea and I am told it 
works well in cities where it has been tried out. It is an eco- 
nomic need. It brings competition into the home market which 
seems, in some very marked instances, to be eliminated by com- 
binations in this city to regulate prices. J would recommend 
that the matter be looked into and ways and means devised 
to establish a public market. 


WATER WORKS. 


Pittsfield has been supplying water to its inhabitants for 
the past fifty-five years. It will be both interesting and in- 
structive to look at the total amount paid and the amount 
received for water. For the past fifty-five years, from 1857 
to 1912 the City has paid for water works construction and 
other expenses $4,060,471.42. Paid interest to the amount 
of $627,248.84. Total amount paid $4,687,719.26. Amount 
received from water rates was $1,636,302.73. Water is not 
very cheap even in Pittsfield. The largest item in our present 
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indebtedness is our water debt of $1,452,000. Strictly speak- 
ing this is nothing more than a technical indebtedness. The 
water system now pays into the city treasury about $100,000 
a year, and after the annual expenses of operating the water 
works, and the interest as it accrues, is paid, we will have a 
surplus of about $25,000 each year to apply to our water in- 
debtedness. Our water system will take care of itself very 
nicely, Chapter 476 of -the Acts of 1911 provides that we 
must pay each year a proportionate part of said debt so that 
the increased debt shall be paid within a period of thirty years. 

Our water system is now about completed and from all 
accounts we have water in abundance. It seems to me the 
time has arrived to extend our water works to the out-lying 
parts of our city. I would recommend that water be extended 
the the city line near Pontoosuc lake. That section is growing 
and is sorely in need of good water. 


CITY GARBAGE. 


City garbage usually consists of house garbage, trade re- 
fuse, waste paper, street sweeping and ashes. It is necessary 
that house garbage be removed promptly, especially in summer. 
In the city, house garbage only is collected by the city, while 
ashes and other refuse is left for the owner to take care of. 
In most all cities of any importance, a method of destroying 
garbage by burning is in vogue. The time has arrived when 
Pittsfield must take care of all city refuse, and the best way to 
do this is by erecting a refuse destructor. Such a plant would 
cost about $35,000. We must be prepared to meet this emer- 
gency very soon. The complaints about garbage not being re- 
moved are incessant, and the question of where to deposit it 
is perplexing. There is only one way to do it and that is to 
build a garbage furnace. JI am informed by the board of health 
that this is the only safe way to meet this emergency. 


CONTAGIOUS HOSPITALS. 


The time is fast approaching when Pittsfield must have 
a hospital for contagious diseases. It is somewhat difficult to 
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isolate persons who have contagious diseases. Hospitals in 
the city refuse to take such cases and quarantine laws are a- 
gainst keeping such patients in a populous neighborhood. The 
only safe way is to have some isolated hospital or building where 
such patients can be cared for without risk to the community. 


History Or PITTSFIELD. 


Many of our leading citizens are interested in the written 
history of Pittsfield. The late J. E. A. Smith wrote a very 
accurate and interesting history of the Town of Pittsfield. It 
was a labor of love with him. His history gives a graphic ac- 
count of Pittsfield’s earliest: events down to the year 1876. It 
seems to me that this history ought to be written down to the 
present time. There are several literary gentlemen in our 
midst who are capable of writing a continuation of this His- 
tory. I recommend that a suitable sum be appropriated for 


this purpose. 


New RAILROAD STATION. 


One of the improvements Pittsfield has long waited for is 
a new railroad station. It has come at last, and from the gen- 
eral design it will be a credit to the Railroad Company and a 
great improvement to the city. I trust provision has been made 
by the Railroad Company and the outgoing city government 
for a suitable crossing or subway to take the place of the over 
head foot bridge now connecting West street at the station. 
To the committee, Judge John C. Crosby, Mr. Zenas M. Crane 
and Mr. John A. Spoor who worked so hard to bring about 
this result, I offer the thanks of the city. It is fitting that we 
appreciate the honorable service of these citizens. 


STREET RAILWAY EXTENSIONS AND SERVICE. 


There are several incomplete street railway linces in the 
city, which, it seems to me, ought to be extended and completed. 
The railroad on Peck’s road might be extended around Onota 
lake through Burbank park and connected with the street 
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railway at Onota street. This extension would serve a large 
community and would also be of material assistance in devel- 
oping Burbank park. The West Pittsfield extension should 
also be completed. These extensions would increase the mater- 
ial prosperity of Pittsfield, and would return a fair profit on 
money invested. 


Another word might be said about the service of the Berk- 
shire street railway company in Pittsfield. In many instances 
and especially during the rush hours, cars are late on their 
schedule time., This has almost become a common nuisance. 
Again, cars are tremendously overcrowded, to the discomfort 
and annoyance of the public. The company has efficient mo- 
tormen and conductors who do the best they can to accommo- 
date the public. But the company does not employ enough 
men and provide enough cars to handle the traffic. Some- 
thing must be done to spur on the street railway company to 
be more efficient in its transportation. I recommend that this 
matter be taken up with the Massachusetts railroad com- 
mission. 


PERMANENT PuBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 


Good streets and roads are a benefit to the people who live 
in the city and an advantage to those who live in the country. 
Improved streets make living on them most desirable, enhance 
the: value of property, facilitate transportation. Improved 
streets beautify the city and make for social and industrial 


progress. 


Ten years ago we paved North, West and Depot streets, 
Drake’s hill and Clapp avenue at a net cost to the city of 
$95,466.03. Why we did not continue the good work is beyond 
my comprehension. If we kept right on paving our streets, 
the most of them would be in good condition now. But it is 
not now too late. The city at that time petitioned the legis- 
lature and was empowered to borrow $100,000 for pavement 
purposes. I now recommend that we seek permission from the _ 
legislature to borrow $300,000 for paving. What kind of 
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pavement and what street we shall begin to pave are matters 
we can take up later. But by all means, let us start now to 
permanently improve our streets and keep up the good work 
until every street in the city is paved. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Our police force consists of a chief, captain, inspector, 
sergeant, matron and twenty-seven patrolmen. The yearly 
salary of the chief is $1500; captain, $1200; inspector and 
sergeant $1152 each, and each patrolman after the second year, 
$21.00 a week. There are 14 police signal call boxes, a patrol 
wagon and two drivers. The cost of the department in 1911 
was $35,878.30. The city has adopted a new pension law, 
which with the permission of the mayor and aldermen, allows 
the policemen to retire on half pay for permanent disability, 
after twenty years or more continuous service on the force. 
A new ordinance has also been enacted by the city council 
allowing policemen to draw full pay for sickness or disability 
contracted while on duty. It seems that everything that can 
be done for the benefit of the police force, is being done by the 
citizens of Pittsfield. A policeman who believes he does his 
whole duty when he captures the perpetrator of a crime and 
secures his conviction when by watchfulness and a strict atten- 
tion to duty he might have prevented the commission of that 
crime has a mistaken notion of his duty. Crime prevented 
is duty well done. The first requisite of a good policeman is 
to prevent crime and if that is impossible his next duty is to 
apprehend the offender and secure his conviction. That we 
should have a fearless, self-respecting and well-disciplined po- 
lice force, in charge of a vigilant, energetic and competent 
chief, able and willing to enforce the law and prevent and sup- 
press crime, is of vital importance. Have we such a force? 
Do the citizens get the police protection they deserve and 
expect? It is evident that the police conditions in Pittsfield 
are becoming acute. There seems to be a good deal of dis- 
satisfaction with the conditions and the behavior of the force, 
and I believe there is some ground for it. There is a lack of 
discipline in the force and‘something must be done to right this 
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wrong. The police must be law-abiding citizens themselves, 
and treat all citizens respectfully and properly. What we want 
is men to do their duty. If they fail in this respect, they should 
be dismissed. I am satisfied from my own observation and 
reliable information now in my possession, that the police force 
lacks discipline and efficiency. We must see to it that the 
discipline and efficiency of the force must and will be maintain- 
ed at all hazards. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, let me say that the two greatest stumbling 
blocks to successful municipal government are partisan pol- 
itics and favoritism. Beware of these insidious evils. We 
must do municipal business upon business principles. Business 
principles demand that for every dollar paid by the city, it 
should receive a dollar’s worth of value in return. This, I 
know is a hard task but we must ever strive to doit. Itisa 
standing reproach to municipal government that for every 
dollar spent it receives about seventy cents worth of value in 
return. The great problems to be worked out in municipal 
government are economy and efficiency.

To His Honor, the Mayor and the Honorable City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN :— 


The Overseers of the Poor of the City of Pittsfield, herewith 
sunmit their annual report foi the year ending December 31, 1912. 


Mr. Edward P. Ryan was elected and served the Board as chair- 


man until June 1, 1912, when he resigned. Mr. Peter Sheridan was 
elected and qualified as a member of the Board September 16, 1912. 


The demands upon this department continue to increase from 
year to year, as is natural, owing to the rapid growth of the city. 


It has been the policy in this department, by advertising and 
otherwise, to obtain employment, not only for those aided to fuel and 
provision, but also for those who are striving under adverse circum- 
stances to earn a living for themselves and their families. By so 
doing, we are able to keep a large number of families from becom- 
ing city charges. 


Women with large families deserted by husbands, and men with 
families who, through ill health were obliged to relinquish their 
work, comprise the larger number of our applicants. 


Work has been plenty, and people able to work have been gen- 
erally employed this year. 


The high price for coal this winter has been an additional bur- 
den for the poor to bear, and it is no wonder that some of them be- 
came discouraged and discontented with their lot. 


The “Uniform Desertion Act” passed by the Legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts of 1911 will, we think, help to discourage the practice of 
men, who leave their families for the city to support whenever they 
feei inclined to go to another state. 
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We wish to acknowledge the co-operation and assistance of the 
City Physician, and the various charitable organizations of the City, 
as well as of many generous and charitable citizens. 


- This Board wishes also to acknowledge the charitable work of 
many Pittsfield physicians. We think no other city in this com- 
monwealth has so large a proportion of its medical practioners who 
devote so much time and service for the good of persons who they 
know are unable to pay. 


In this report no account is made of bills payable or bills re- 
ceivable, as they show in the cash payments and cash reimburse- 
ments of 1913. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The appropriations for the Poor Department received and ex- 
pended were: 


Regular appropriation Outside Poor, $9,500 00 
Regular appropriation City Farm, 9,500 00 
Total appropriations for Poor Department, $19,000 00 
Received in cash reimbursements from all sources, 4,586 39 
The net expenditures for Poor, $14,413 61 


This makes the cost of maintaining the poor about forty-four 
and four fifth cents per capita of our City population. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 


Appropriations, $9,500 00 
Reimbursements, 3,444 25 
Net expenditures, $6,055 75 


The itemized expenditure for the twelve months of 1912 will 
show in the Relief Tables. 


Of the amount of $9,500.00 expended for Outside Poor, $6,104.50 
was charged to the City of Pittsfield; $1,674.06 was expended for the 
State Poor; and $1,721.44 was for persons living in this city, but 
having a legal settlement elsewhere within the Commonwealth. 


The number of families aided in 1912 were 281, comprising 483 
males and 401 females, making a total of 884 persons aided. 


Fifteen persons having no settlement within the Commonwealth 
were sent to the State Hospital at Tewksbury. 
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Permanent free homes have been found in families for many 
children who would otherwise have been sent to institutions. 
The following table of statistics will show the appropriations,

Fifteen of these per- 
sons are between 70 and 90 years of age. 


The gross cost per week for maintenance of each person was 
$3.37. 


The net expense at the City Farm, after deducting cash paid

the efficient services of the Warden and Matron, also the help and 
advice of Miss Jane Russell who is our auxiliary visitor appointed 
by the State Board of Charity.

During the past year we had one or two cases of 
tuberculosis at the City Farm.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and Honorable City Council :— 


GENTLEMEN :— 


In compliance with the ordinances I herewith present my 
fifth annual report for the year ending December 31, 1912. 


All the apparatus connected with the Fire and Police 
Signal Systems, is in good working order. 


There has been 20,000 feet of wire put in the under- 
ground this year; on the following streets;—from Lincoln 
to Fourth, to Curtis, to Brown, to Tyler, to Woodlawn Ave., 
to the General Electric Co.’s office, 15,000 feet of wire being 
used. It required 900 feet of two inch iron pipe on Wood- 
lawn Ave., from Fire Alarm box 49 to the General Electric 
Co.’s office. The amount of pipe used for other outlets was 
300 feet, making a total of 1,200 feet of iron pipe to com- 
plete the job. By making those changes about three miles 
of overhead wire was taken down on those streets. Now, 
No. 5 circuit is underground from the Station to the General 
Electric Co.’s office. 


There have been some changes made on No. 1 circuit, 
by installing underground on Fenn St. to East St. Boxes 
53 and 56 were taken off No. 5 circuit and put on No. I 
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circuit. By making this change one and one-half miles of wire 
was taken down on East St., Fourth St., Lake St. and Second 
St. 


This coming year I intend to make several changes on 
Nos. 2, 4 and 5 circuits, other than general repair work. 
Owing to the bad condition of the wire on North St., I have 
had a great amount of trouble with grounded wires on those 
circuits The wire has been in the ground for ten years and 
it is time it should be replaced with lead covered cable, some- 
thing that will last for all time. 


Three new Fire Alarm boxes were added to the system 
the past year. Box 33 on King St., 434 on Lenox Ave. corner 
of Fairview Ave. and 361 on Columbus Ave., near the Berk- 
shire Lumber Co. The private boxes are as follows: House 
of Mercy, Home for Aged Women, Berkshire St. Railway, 
Pittsfield Coal Gas Co., General Electric Co. and Berkshire 
Lumber Co., who purchased box 361. 


The apparatus consists of one 5 circuit repeater, one 
switchboard, 200 storage batteries, 3 large indicators with 
gongs, I small indicator for testing boxes, 1 fire whistle and 
automatic machine to blow it, 25 house bells, 1 time clock, 
tools for line work. 


There is about 60 miles of wire connecting the system— 
10 miles being underground. The City has 60 alarm boxes, 
6 alarm boxes being private. There are about 500 poles 
equipped with cross arms and other fixtures for carrying the 
wires on the different streets of the City. 


RECOM MENDATIONS. 


I recommend as I have in my previous reports that the 
present five circuit repeater be replaced with a ten circuit 
repeater and other changes that would be necessary to extend 
the system to other parts of the City where there is no fire 
alarm service. I also recommend that some of the old fire 
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alarm boxes be changed and modern boxes be put in their 
place. There are a few old boxes in service now and they 
are not positive in transmitting alarms. 


I recommend that lead cable be put underground on 
School and North Sts., to take the place of the single wire 
conductors now in use, as it is in bad condition and liable to 
cause serious trouble with the fire alarm system. 


I recommend putting in this year about two miles of 
underground wire to split some of the circuits that are now 
overloaded. 


` 


POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


Some changes were made on this system the past year. 
Wires that caused trouble had to be changed, worn out 
batteries replaced with new ones, and Box 421 changed to 
a new location on account of the paving on Woodlawn Ave.— 
5,000 feet of underground wire being used on Tyler St. and 
Woodlawn Ave. 


A private police box owned by Mr. Bagg was removed 
from his barn and is to be placed on a standard at the north- 
west corner of the Court House. The standard has been 
ordered and will be placed in position as soon as it arrives. 


I have been assisted since April 1, 1912, by John E. 
Grady, a practical lineman.

LITIGATION COMPLETED. 


H. H. Ballard vs. The City of Pittsfield—Action for 
damages to land alleged to have accrued because of the widen- 
ing of South Street. Tried at the April term of Superior 
Court, 1912. Verdict for the defendant City. 


E. P. Halpin vs. The City of Pittsfield—This case was 
tried at the October term of Superior Court, 1912. Verdict 
for the defendant City. To the foresight and pains-taking in- 
terest in the City’s welfare displayed by Charles W. Biladeau 
and Fred J. Wise must be largely attributed the favorable 
verdict in behalf of the City, 


The City of Pittsfield vs. Llewellyn J. Farnam—This 
is an action of contract which was entered in the District 
Court of Central Berkshire on March 23rd, 1912. Judgment 
has been entered in favor of the City in the principal sum of

GENTLEMEN: 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council: — 


I have the honor to submit the annual report of the Pitts- 
field Fire Department for the year ending December 31st, 1912. 

I have included in this report all the information that I 
deem necessary to give you an intelligent idea of the working 
of the department, and in it will be found statements embrac- 
ing the number of fires and alarms, the value of insurance, and 
the loss of each piece of property, where the fire occurred; and 
such recommendations as I deem necessary to increase the 
efficiency of the department and give the City reasonable pro- 
tection. 


FIRE ALARMS. 
The department has responded to 160 alarms during the 


year, of which 52 were box alarms, 102 telephone calls, and 6 
verbal calls, 3 of the box alarms being false. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus.of the department consists of: One second- 
class Metropolitan engine, rated capacity 900 gallons per min- 
ute; One third-class Silsby engine, rated capacity 700 gallons 
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per minute; one fourth-class Clapp and Jones engine, 450 gal- 
lons per minute; one fourth-class Clapp and Jones engine, 450 
gallons per minute (West Pittsfield); three combination chemi- 
cal and hose wagons, horse drawn; one city service ladder 
truck, one small ladder truck (West Pittsfield); two exercise 
wagons, two exercise sleighs, one line wagon; one chief's 
buggy, one chief's sleigh; one Pope-Hartford Motor combina- 
tion chemical and hose; one 75 ft. Gasoline-Electric Four wheel 
drive Aerial ladder truck, placed in commission November 20th, 
1912. Apparatus distributed as follows :— 


Central Station:—One Metropolitan engine; one Silsby 
engine; one Clapp and Jones engine; one Aerial ladder truck;

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RECOMMENDATIONS 


I would recommend the purchase of a chief's motor, as it 
is impossible for me with a horse, to make time with the motor 
apparatus now in commission, —cost of motor $2,250. 

I would recommend that a front drive motor tractor be 
placed on one of our fire engines at a cost of about $4,000. 

I would recommend the purchase of 1000 teet of 21%” fire 
hose at 75c. This amount will bring the hose supply up to 
the standard of 10,000 feet which amount should be main- 
tained at all times for efficient work of this department. 

I have placed at the West Pittsfield fire station one of the 
small Clapp and Jones engines, and a small ladder truck. I 
would recommend that an engineer and stoker—to be appointed 
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by the company, to be approved by the Chief Engineer of the 
department, be paid a stated sum per year. 1 would suggest 
the sum of $100.00 for engineer and $80.00 for stoker. Also 
a stated sum for the service of a Janitor as this station must 
now be kept warm and clean. This station is sadly in need of 
paint inside and out and should be painted. 

I would recommend the appointment of four more perma- 
nent men to this department. Under the new law allowing 
each man one day off in every five days, this department can 
not keep up its efficient service, with five men off duty each day 
in the year. 

I would recommend the building of a fire station in ward 
one, location to be near the juncture of Wahconah Street and 
Peck’s Road. 

I would recommend the placing of a concrete floor in one 
half of central station; the present floor is in bad condition. 

I would recommend the painting inside and out of the 
- Morningside station. This station has never been painted 
since it was built in 1906.

REPORT OF SERVICE OF MAYOR'S 
DOG WARRANT. 


The number of dogs returned by the assessors was 912. 
There were eight hundred thirty-four males and seventy-eight 
females. Officer Hogan, detailed for the purpose, found sixty- 
one persons assessed who had no dogs. Twelve of the dogs 
assessed had been removed from the city and eighty-seven 
were destroyed by the police. Twenty-three dogs assessed 
had died. In addition to the number returned by the assessors, 
Officer Hogan found three hundred sixteen and he also col- 
lected the license fees on five hundred dogs. The total number 
of licenses paid on December 31, 1912, was one thousand 
forty-five; nine hundred fifty-eight males and eighty-seven 
females. 


IN CONCLUSION. . 


After thirty-two years of service as a member of this 


department, nearly eight years of which were spent as chief 
of police, 1 have asked for retirement as provided for by the 
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police pension law. The board of aldermen has granted my 
request, the same to take effect January 6, 1913. The best 
years of my life have been given to the service of the City 
of Pittsfield, in a department which is perhaps closer to the 
people and their welfare than any other and I now feel that - 
I am entitled to retirement while still in possession of fairly 
good health and vigor. 


Before closing this report I desire once more to call to 
the attention of the City Council the urgent need of more 
men for this department. While the city has grown in rapid 
strides during the past few years, the city council has failed 
to appreciate that the police department has been unable to 
keep up with this growth. The additions to the force have 
been too few to keep up with the city and now the department 
finds itself too small to successfully cope with the problems 
that confront it every day. The posts are necessarily too long 
for proper patrolling and the outlying sections of the city 
are of necessity without the police protection to which the 
taxpayers are entitled. There should be at least five more 
patrolmen appointed immediately and even this number would 
hardly be sufficient. 


The demands upon the police department are growing 
every day. The services of one man are given up almost 
wholly to duty under the direction of the board of health and 
the collecting of delinquent dog licenses. It is necessary to keep 
two men on duty at headquarters, one day and night, and the 
establishment of a traffic post has taken one man from patrol 
work. There should be another traffic post in North street 
at Columbus avenue. There should be more patrolmen on 
duty during the day; at present the only streets patrolled 
during the day are in the business section. All this requires 
men and the work and efficiency of this important department 
has been seriously handicapped by a near-sighted policy of 
letting it struggle along as best it may. There are so many 
commitments to State institutions that one officer’s time ts 
taken up several days a month conveying prisoners thereto. 
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The increase of this department is an important question and 
the city council should consider it at the earliest possible 
moment. 


The city should also purchase a suitable automobile for 
the use of the department. Calls from: the outskirts of the city 
are frequent and in winter time especially they cannot be re- 
sponded to quickly enough by a horse drawn vehicle. The 
city purchased a new patrol wagon this year to replace the 
badly delapidated one in use, but this is not enough. It fre- 
quently happens that it is necessary to send men to surround ng 
towns in the course of police work and livery and garage 
bills are the consequence. Án automobile would tend toward 
greater efficiency in many ways and would often mean a 
considerable saving to the city. 


The time is fast approaching when the present police 
building must be abandoned. Built many years ago, when the 
city was a small town, it has long since outlived its usefulness 
for police purposes. The building is not only old but it is 
decidedly unsanitary; the quarters for the patrolmen are 
badly cramped, and the cell rooms, especially those in the 
women's section, are entirely inadequate. The structure re- 
flects discredit upon the city and the imperative need of a new 
building is apparent to all who enter it. 


I cannot conclude my last report without expressing my 
appreciation of the men of the department. The majority of 
them have been loyal and faithful. Police officers are ob- 
liged to work under trying circumstances at best and while 
improvements might have been made, the members of the de- 
partment have in the main, been efficient and have performed 
their varied duties in an agreeable manner. In working so 
many years with a body of men friendships of a lifetime are 
made that are difficult to break, and in leaving I do so with 
the very best of wishes for the police officers of Pittsfield. 


To Mrs. Sarah M. Dean, police matron for many years, 
I desire once more to express commendation for her faithful 
and splendid work. She has been equal to all emergencies,

her work has been trying at times and she deserves thanks. 
I also wish to thank Dr. Edward R. Messer, city physician 
and police surgeon during the past year. 


It is again my privilege to thank the Mayor, the Board 
of Aldermen, the Judges and Clerk of the Court of Central 
Berkshire and the Probation Officer for their valuable assis- 
tance during the year just closed and for their uniform cour- 
tesy and co-operation.

To His Honor the Mayor and the Honorable City Council: — 


In accordance with the provisions of the Ordinances of the 
City we respectfully submit herewith a report of the operations 
of this department for the year 1912. 

To enumerate each piece of work done during the year would 
require more space than is allowable in this report and the 
Board will confine itself to the most important work. 

The largest single enterprise carried out during the year 
was the construction of the Spring Street drain, so-called. 
The appropriation made for the work contemplated building 
it only in part and this was accomplished as far as Maple Street. 

Among the other pieces of work was the paving of Wood- 
lawn Avenue, the grading of Lenox Avenue, the Merriam 
Street Drain, the Cemetery Drain, and numerous improvements 
and extensions in the sewer and water systems, a detailed ac- 
count of which will be found in the following pages. 


WATER WORKS. 


The water situation at this time is the most satisfactory the 
Board has had to report in a number of years. With Ashley 
Lake nearly full and the new Farnham Reservoir within two 
feet of the crest, we have stored at the present time fully 
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800,000,000 gallons of water. This should carry us along very 
nicely in spite of any possibility of next year being a dry year. 
Owing to the fact that no water was used from Mill Brook on 
account of the building operations at Farnham Dam, and the 
fact that some leaks developed at the dam at Ashley Reservoir, 
pumping was done during the greater part of the year. The 
information available at this time, taken from pumping figures 
at Onota Lake, shows very conclusively that the use of water 
in the city is excessive. The per capita consumption show a 
use of 129 gallons per day. House to house inspection gets 
some results but the only practical solution of the matter is 
the installation of water meters. The city may go on acquiring 
new supplies but if some means are not taken to prevent the 
wholesale waste of water we shall soon reach the limit in this 
respect. If it is not deemed advisable to attach meters to the 
whole city, a certain percentage of meters should be put on to 
old supplies each year, and meters set on all new connections. 
Before this is adopted however a revision of the meter rates is 
necessary in order that the revenues received from metered 
water will produce practically the usual present receipts of the 
department. 


A small leak was discovered in the dam at the Ashley Reser- 
voir during the latter part of February The leak was carefully 
watched and the water drawn from the reservoir in June, the 
pumps at Onota Lake having been started for the summer and 
autumn. The ground above the leak and the cut-off wall were 
inspected after removing the earth backing. Mr. Percy M. 
Blake was consulted and reported in the matter. Cracks 
were discovered in the cut-off wall but these did not apparently 
indicate channels of leakage. The cracks were opened by 
chisels and the same filled and caulked with lead. The filling 
was replaced and the dam allowed to fill. In the first part of 
December water was running over the spillway and no increase 
in leakage has followed. 

About a mile of additional water pipe should be laid towards 
Sackett Reservoir from the Ashley mains, as the present pipe 
is inadequate, too much water being wasted over the spillway 
at the Sackett Dam.

In addition to the above water pipe was laid by the Commit- 
tee on Water Supply amounting to 5.04 miles and the same is 
shown here to complete the length of mains in the city. The 
pipe laid was as follows:—A twenty-four inch pipe from Sackett 
Brook Pumping Station to Ashley Reservoir laid parallel to 
the present 16 inch main and connected therto; a twenty inch 
pipe from the corner of Holmes Road and William Street, 
through William Street to High Street, High Street to Pome- 
roy Avenue, Pomeroy Avenue to East Street, thence through 
Willis Street, thence through Fenn Street to First Street and 
through First Street to Tyler Street (but excepting the cros- 
sing over the Boston & Albany R. R. whichhas been delayed 
owing to negotiations with the railroad company). From this 
twenty inch pipe, twelve inch pipe has been extended on Fenn 
Street to Pearl Street, and on Maplewood Avenue to North 
Street; From the aforesaid twenty inch main, a twenty inch 
pipe was laid from Pomeroy Avenue through Taconic Street 
and Reed Street to Elizabeth Street to Center Street, Center 
to Church and Church to New West Street. Total lengths as 
follows:

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FINANCES. 


A statement of the finances of the water works for the year 
1912 follows. Information in more detail may be had by con- 
sulting the reports of the Auditor, Tax Collector and Treas- 
urer. In this report we again recommend that the excess re- 
ceipts of the water works over maintenance, interest and 
charges for payment on debt, be applied directly to the liquida- 
tion of the water debt. We also recommend and feel that this 
department should be allowed a payment for hydrant rental. 
This charge which was $30 per year per hydrant was provided 
for each year and paid into the Board as a receipt from the 
water works and at the time it was discontinued in 1895 amount- 
ed to $6,500 per annum. If allowed for the past year we would 
receive from that source alone $12960. A private corporation 
would get this amount for hydrant rentals and it it is not deemed 
wise to make an appropriation for this purpose the books of 
the city should at least show that the water works has earned 
this amount.

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HIGHWAYS. 


The Board were greatly handicapped early in the present 
year by the heavy and long continued rainfall and the lateness 
of the spring season. On this account work on the highways: 
was delayed and in some instances it was necessary to clean up 
streets two or three times over on account of the wet condition 
of the soil. The amount appropriated for highways is ab- 
surdly small in proportion to the work to be done. Work of a 
permanent nature is absolutely out of the question with the 
funds at hand. The best that is possible is to clean up the 
highways and make them reasonably safe for travel. And 
this condition will continue and grow worse as more streets are 
accepted unless additional funds are provided for the work. 
The lack of gravel any where within reasonable distance of the 
city is sadly felt, and at the cost of getting it on the streets, it 
is not at all improbable that money might be saved by the use 
of trap rock. We have patched up streets, fixed railings, cul- 
verts, etc., as well as possible but could do no more. It is 
hoped that this year the City Council will be as generous as 
possible in the allotment of funds for highway purposes. 


SPRING STREET DRAIN. 


The Spring Street Drain, long acknowledged to be the city’s 
most important piece of surface drainage work was begun this 
year. Commencing on Fourth Street a 48 inch concrete cir- 
cular drain was laid westerly and northerly for a distance of 
680 feet. From this point crossing Lincoln Street and through 
private land a 39 inch concrete circular drain was laid to about 
Maple Street. In addition to the above 548 feet of 24 inch tile 
drain was laid from the main drain on Fourth Street, in Fourth 
and Curtis Streets, to the low point just east of Winter Strect. A 
12 inch underdrain 1252 feet long was laid under the large con- 
crete drain. In all ten manholes and eight catch-basins were 
put in on the line. This part of the drain already built is the 
portion upon which most trouble has been had in the past owing 
to the tortuous windings of the old drain. There should be no 
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trouble experienced in taking care of the water at this point in 
the spring. An appropriation sufficient to build the drain at 
least to Tyler Street should be made this coming year. 


CEMETERY DRAIN. 


A mutual agreement between the City and the Proprietors 
of the Pittsfield Cemetery, by which the Cemetery Corporation 
agreed to pay one-half of the expense made the building of this 
drain possible this year. The drain was started at the north 
entrance of the cemetery on Onota Street and extends in Onota 
Street as far as Campbell Street and through Campbell Street 
to the low lands near the river on King Street. In all 2494 feet 
of drain was laid in sizes from 10 to 24 inches. Eight manholes 
were built on the line and eight catch-basins. This is a very 
important improvement and precludes the possibility of wash- 
ing out lots in the cemetery in the spring of the year. 


MERRIAM STREET DRAIN. 


An eight inch tile drain from the swampy land just west of 
Merriam Street extending for a distance of 532 feet across 
private land and also across Merriam Street and South Onota 
Street was built and connected with the end of the thirty inch 
drain from Jordan Avenue. Three manholes and one catch- 
basin were laid on the line. 

In addition to the above which were the most important 
pieces of drainage, extensive drains were built on Lenox Avenue, 
Grove Street, Churchill Street, Woodlawn Avenue, Church 
Street, Center Street and Columbus Avenue. 


WAHCONAH STREET REPAIRS. 


The Board have postponed work to any extent on this 
street for the past three or four years pending the laying of 
double tracks on the street. When it became pretty definitely 
decided that no work was to be done by the railway company 
this year, and after considerable pressure from the manufactur- 
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ers in the north part of the city, the Board asked the City 
Council to appropriate $1000 to put the street in condition for 
travel. The funds were provided and the street was scarified 
and a good coating of trap rock put on. This will with some 
slight work in the spring hold until work of a more permanent 
nature can be done on the street. 


ELM STREET BRIDGE SIDEWALKS. 


When the bridge on Elm Street was completed last year 
the sidewalks were not put in owing to the lateness of the sea- 
son. An amount equal to $300 was deducted from the amount 
due the contractor for the bridge on this account and the side- 
walks which are of cement concrete were built this year. 


BRIDGE REPAIRS. 


We have a number of old bridges about the city that have 
been in service a number of years and which should be replaced 
by new and up to date structures. Notable among these are 
the Van Sickler, Lowden, Cutting, Rice and Hubbard Avenue 
bridges. As the expense of constructing new concrete or steel 
bridges is large, the renewal of all these bridges in one year 
would be to large an item. The city should follow out a policy 
of building at least one new bridge each year. The Lowden 
bridge early in the year became unsafe and it was necessary to 
close it to travel. New steel beams, girders and floor joists 
were brought and erected and the flooring entirely replanked. 
It is now safe for some years. The cost of this work alone was 
about $1,200. 

The Hubbard Avenue bridge was also in a dilapitated con- 
dition and it was necessary to truss it up underneath with 
heavy timbers. ' 

At the outlet of the canal crossing Peck’s Road the Board 
rebuilt the culvert entirely new with reinforced concrete and 
steel floor beams. This work was paid for by the S. N. & C. 
Russell Mfg. Co., and the money $835.74 was paid by this 
Board to the Collector of Taxes. 
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A new 18 inch sluice was laid the full width of Newell 
Street. 

The stone culvert at Cascade Street was built entirely new. 

The Cutting bridge was provided with new floor joists and 
replanked. | 

The Linden Street bridge was entirely replanked. 

The Hancock Road bridge was entirely replanked. 

The Noble bridge on Pomeroy Avenue was replanked. 

The Rice bridge was provided with new floor joists and re- 
planked. 

Wahconah Street bridge new plank walks. 

Gale Avenue bridge was replanked. 

Second Street bridge was replanked. 

West Housatonic Street bridge was replanked. 

We have enumerated above only the large specific bridge 
repairs. Numerous repairs of a smaller nature have been made 
on the other bridges. With plank at $28 and $30 per thousand 
1t does not take long with a surface like the Second Street 
bridge double planked, to run into money.

ELM TREE BEETLE. 


After inspection by officers from the State Board of Forestry 
early in the year the presence of the elm beetle in the city was 
definitely established. To combat the pest successfully the 
Board purchased a power sprayer from the Fitzhenry-Guptill 
Company of Boston. The spraying was started as soon as the 
leaves began to bud and was continued until the middle of 
July when further spraying would have been useless, the beetle 
being beyond the damaging state at that season. In all about 
7000 trees were sprayed. A solution of water and arsenate of 
Jead was used as a spray and is entirely effective. 
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CHURCHILL STREET. 


As has been his custom for the last three of four years Mr. 
John A. Spoor collected a great quantity of field stone from his 
land and drew them to the side of the highway on Churchill 
Street. He does this at his expense provided the city under- 
drain and lay them in the street. The soil is of a wet hardpan 
nature and stone or telford road is about the only construction 
that will stay. In all about 700 feet of roadway was built 
with this stone and a V drain built to drain it, the width of the 
road being 12 feet. 


PAVEMENT REPAIRS. 


The Board decided this year that with proper equipment 
repairs could be made to the asphalt pavements more economi- 
cally and with better results than in other years. Accordingly 
a Smith Hot Mixer was purchased and was used with the best 
of results on North and West Streets. With this machine it is 
possible to utilize a great proportion of the old paving material 
and with the addition of new stock to get a fine job. Practically 
all the bad places in the paving from West Street to the street 
railway car station were repaired, beside replacing the asphalt 
paving torn up by the street railway in the installation of 
switches and crossovers, and which was done by the city but 
paid for by the street railway company. 


SPRINGSIDE AVENUE GRADING. 


The establishment of playgrounds at Springside Park made 
necessary a suitable entrance or approach from North Street. 
A portion of the street not a city way was duly laid out by the 
City Council. The street was graded and a concrete walk laid 
out on the southerly side of the street as tar as the westerly line 
of the park land proper. The street is extensively used and the 
improvement is very noted. 
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WOODLAWN AVENUE PAVING. 


This street, from Kellogg Street to Tyler Street, was paved 
during the year and an agreement made with the General Elec- 
tric Company to pay one-half the cost of the work. Actual 
operations were not begun until October 15th, owing to delay 
in reaching an agreement with the street railway company to 
place new rails in the street. The surface of the street was laid 
with Mack block upon a concrete foundation with sand cushion. 
The construction was similar to the paving done in 1911 and 
was practically completed December 20th. In addition to the 
actual paving new curbs were set on the west side ot Woodlawn 
Avenue, about 100 feet of new curbs on the north and south 
sides of Kellogg Street, the west sidewalk on Woodlawn Avenue 
resurfaced, and a new water tub set on Tyler Street to replace 
the small iron tub formerly there. Six new catch-basins were 
built and all manholes and water gates set to the pavement 
grade. The contract for the brick pavement was awarded to 
George W. VanVranken, Inc. of Schenectady, N. Y. at $3.00 per 
square yard and he laid 4489 square yards. The work will be of 
inestimable benefit to the General Electric Company whose 
thousands of employees use the street three times a day. The 
total cost of the work was $16,671.33. 


DANFORTH AVENUE SIDEWALK. 


A gravel sidewalk 297 feet in width was laid on this street 
between Robbins Avenue and Dewey Avenue, on the southerly 
side. It was necessary to build a concrete wall varying in 
height from four to six feet to retain the high bank for a distance 
of about sixty feet on the easterly end of the walk. 


GROVE STREET REPAIRS. 


The building of the new Morningside Baptist Church neces- 
sitated the building of a piece of surface drainage, and the con- 
struction of catch-basins on Grove Street. The street was also

worked in front of the chapel on the Grove Street side and a new 
concrete walk laid along the north side of Tyler adjoining the 
church property for the full length. The church has a large 
membership in that section, and the improvements to the ap- 
proaches were imperative. 


STREET SPRINKLING. 


The main portion of the street sprinkling was done during 
the season under contract with O. T. Benedict the lowest bidder 
for the work. His contract covered the time from April 20th 
to November 1, 1913, at $700 per month for seven teams. 
The city purchased an oil distributor during the season and a 
large part of the street sprinkling was done by the Board with 
oil and calcium chloride. Better results are obtained with the 
latter than with water on very heavily traveled streets. It is 
the intention of the Board to still further increase the use of 
oil and chloride during the coming season. 


ELM STREET PAVING. 


Elm Street was graded and improved from East Street to 
the Tannery bridge early in the year. The laying of the street 
railway tracks was done late in the previous season and it was 
deemed wise to defer the work until this year. A concrete walk 
and curbing was laid the entire length of the street between 
East Street and High Street on the westerly side. The wisdom 
of laying out the street to its full width is fully appreciated now 
that the work is done. 


LENOX AVENUE REPAIRS. 


An extensive piece of road work and drainage was done on 
Lenox Avenue between Pontoosuc Avenue and Fairview Ave- 
nue. 1250 feet of roadway underdrained with 18 and 15 inch 
drains was built and the roadway resurfaced with new gravel. 
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The soil in the street is a wet hardpan and as it is used by a 
great number of people who wish to avoid the street cars on 
Wahconah Street the improvement is much appreciated. 


COLUMBUS AVENUE WORK. 


All preliminary work necessary to put Columbus Avenue 
in condition was done during the season. New sidewalks and 
curbs, new water pipes, the setting of all water gates to grade, 
the installation of portions of surface drain and all house con- 
nection have been made. The street is now in condition to 
pave. 


RESURFACING SOUTH STREET. 


South Street was given its annual resurfacing from Bank 
Row to Buel Street. The surface is scarified each season, given 
a generous coat of trap rock and thoroughy rolled. The cost 
is about the same as the maintenance of the street would be were 
it paved, and it is preferred by all classes of traffic to a paved 
street on account of its elasticity. 


SEWER AND WATER CONNECTIONS. 


Some idea of the growth of the city may be had from the 
figures in the sewer and water departments. During the season 
268 houses were connected with the sewer system, and 288 
water connections were made. All this work is done at the 
expense of the applicant except the cost of curb boxes and curb 
cocks which is borne by the city. 


New VAutt City HALL. 


A new record vault has been built in the basement of the 
City Hall. The room in the cellar of the building formerly 
used as a sort of store room by the School Committee was uti- 
lized. It is directly under the record vault in the main hall of 
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the building. The mason work in connection with the vault 
was in charge of James Devanney. The steel fittings were 
installed by T. Cooney, Jr. The steel door and frame were 
purchased from the Mosler Safe Co. of Boston. 


PARK AND COMMON. 


The parks and Common have as usual been in the care of 
the Board. The Common is becoming more and more a play- 
ground. Numerous devices for the amusement of the children 
have been installed, including swings, chutes, sand boxes, etc. 
The band-stand at the Common was given two good coats of 
paint and otherwise repaired. Drinking fountains have been 
installed at the Common, Springside Park and at the Pitts 
Playground. A ball field has been graded and back fence built 
at Springside Park. These pleasure spots are a great boon to 
the citizens of the city and everything possible should be done 
for their continued improvement. 


LIGHTING STREETS. 


The street lighting has been done during the past year by 
the Pittsfield Electric Company under the terms of their con- 
tract. There have been installed for the year 5 arc lights and 
37 incandescent. This makes a total now in use of 969 incan- 
descent lights and 148 arcs. Of the arcs 23 are of the flaming 


type. 


TREES. 


The Board do a great deal of work each year in trimming out 
dead limbs and removing dead trees. Wherever a tree has 
been removed it has not been replaced. The trees are one of 
the most beautiful assets of the city and the Board would re- 
spectfully recommend that wherever a tree is removed solely 
on account of its being dead, and where the trees are not too 
thickly located on the street that a tree be set to take the place 
of the one removed.

On the above lines of sewer 41 new manholes were con- 
structed. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The rapid increase in the city’s population and the corres- 
ponding increase of new houses being built for its accommoda- 
tion, have added greatly to the amount of sewage which reaches 
the sewage disposal plants. We now have in operation two 
sewage pumps capable of pumping 4,000,000 gallons of sewage 
per day. At the sewage beds we have in use about 34 filtration 
areas. An additional pump should be added to the station 
and the reservoir capacity should be considerably augmented. 
There should also be constructed a number of new beds at the 
filtration fields. To this end the Board would recommend that 
test borings be made of the underground material at the site 
of the reservoirs with a view of ascertaining the nature of the 
soil in order that intelligent estimates may be made of the cost 
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of the work. The local plant has almost a national reputation 
for being a model plant and as such has attracted officials from 
numerous cities in this and other states having the problems of 
the disposal of sewage to contend with, and if increased to the 
size that it should be to properly do its work, will be one of the 
city’s most valuable assets. 


ScHOOL REPAIRS. 


_ The school-houses have had the most extensive repairs that 

have been made on them in a number of years. Some of the 
most important pieces of work done were as follows:—A new 
boiler installed at the Read school at a cost of about $750. 
New heating furnaces at the Stearnsville school. A telephone 
system installed in each room of the Tucker school. The Red- 
field school was redecorated throughout and new curtains put 
up. The Rice school painted through out beside considerable 
mason work on walls, new steel ceiling in one room, and repairs 
to the heating system. New toilet rooms have been built 
and closets for the use of the principals of the school installed 
at the Tucker school. The ceilings and sidewalls at the High 
school have been painted and tinted. Extensive repairs and 
changes have been made at the Pontoosuc school. A new motor 
for the operation of the fan at the Briggs school. These are 
but a few of the larger items. New floors have been laid in a 
number of the schools, roofs repaired, plumbing kept in shape 
and the hundred and one small jobs necessary to care for twenty- 
three large buildings. The care of the carpentry work has been 
in charge of Mr. James S. Barry and the Board have been greatly 
pleased with his services. He has also given valuable assistance 
to the several other departments of the Board when the schools 
did not require his entire time. | 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Board respectfully recommends the following —The 
completion of the Spring Street Drain, a system of surface 
drainage for Elm Street, surface drainage for Melville and Adam 
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Streets; paving on Columbus Avenue, paving Melville Street; 
additions to the east trunk sewer to Elm Street; new sewer for 
King Street; new sewer on upper North Street; at least one 
new highway bridge at either Van Sicklers, Newell Street or 
Hubbard Avenue. Additional facilities for the disposal of 
sewage. The installation of water meters at least in part; 
generous appropriations for highways and sidewalks. The erec- 
tion of needed street signs. An appropriation for establishing 
old street lines to avoid encroachment by and acquisition of 
city land by abutters. A larger water main to Sackett Reser- 
voir. The provision of funds to continue the work started last 
spring of spraying the city’s trees to prevent the ravages of 
the elm beetle, great benefits from which were received by last 
year’s work.

REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Mayor and Members of the City Government: 
GENTLEMEN: 


To define the purpose of the public school is an inexhausti- 
ble subject, but we may state it summarily as the development 
of the individual to be fit for the responsibilities of life. If the 
school does this, it must be admitted that it accomplishes 
something. The school of today has become a highly organiz- 
ed institution, and its evolution has been rapid. Hence the 
maintenance of an efficient and modern system has meant the 
expenditure of a large amount of money, and to those unac- 
quainted with the work, this may have seemed extravagant. 
Many still present the argument of the little red school house 
with the three R’s and no frills, but someone has said that 
while it is well to have ancestors, we should use them as guide- 
posts and not as hitching posts. 


The demand in all lines of commerical activity is for the 
person who can do something, and who has been trained along 
definite lines. Hence in modern school organization we find 
the commercial, industrial and domestic branches. The 
school should also send out students who are ready for the work 
in their locality. In Pittsfield we have an industrial city, and 
if we are to do the most for our graduates, and those who 
leave before graduation, we should provide for them a train- 
ing that will be most valuable to those entering an in- 
dustrial career. 
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This brings us up to industrial training which is so greatly 
needed. At present we have made a start with elementary 
work for boys in the seventh grade, but the system should be 
extended through the High School. The present courses in the 
High School for those preparing for higher institutions and 
those not going further, are practically the same, and yet but 
6.5 per cent of the classes enter higher institutions of all kinds. 
Most of the remaining number enter an industrial field of oc- 
cupations for which we have not fitted them practically. 


There is pending before the Committee a plan for the exten- 
sion of the present two years course in the business depart- 
ment that is intended to equip graduates for the office work of 
our various enterprises, but we have no training school for those 
who are to be engaged in the mechanical phases. The sooner 
that appropriation is made for the introduction of an industrial 
school, similiar to those now operating in other Massachusetts 
cities, the better it will be for the students, and the cheaper for 
the municipality. 


The domestic course can not be recommended too highly 
for your attention, and for the short time that it was in existence 
on a small scale, most gratifying results were obtained. The 
combining of the theoretical, or *“book-learning'” and the prac- 
tical laboratory work of any of these special schools, tends to 
interest and in fact fascinates students who were formerly 
drones in their work. A serious consideration of the proposal 
recently made by the Young Women’s Home Association is 
urged. 


The competition between cities and towns for instructors 
is as keen as that between business men for the most capable 
employees, and to secure and retain an efficient staff, the city 
must make the compensation paid teachers proportional to 
the results expected. Furthermore there has been a general 
rise in salaries in all branches, necessitated by various economic 
conditions, and to meet both of these ends, the Committee 
unanimously recommended an increase in the maximum salary 
paid grade teachers to twenty dollars a week. 
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With the consistent growth of the city, we find a correspond- 
ing increase in the school population, approximately three 
hundred pupils a year. Two facts have made it exigent that 
the city erect another building this year: first, that our schools 
were overcrowded without additional growth; second that 
prospect of still greater growth in the immediate future. The 
Crane school will relieve the Morningside section of its conges- 
tion, but we now find the Redfield and Briggs schools to be 
overcrowded, and have recommended the procuring, if possible, 
of the so called Pomeroy site, anticipating a building there as 
soon as arrangements can be made. This school if built, would 
take care of that section of the city admirably, as its lo- 
cation geographically with respect to the school population, 
is ideal. 


To illustrate our peculiar growth in school number, 
the opening of the Bartlett school last September may 
be cited. The Committee had : planned in June to use 
eight rooms, but in September it was found necessary to use 
twelve rooms. 


Medical inspection has proved most beneficial, in appre- 
hending and removing unhealthy conditions. Shortly we shall 
probably have dental inspection, and another feature of 
the work would be the employment of a school nurse 
to aid the doctors in carrying out their directions in the 
homes of children who are found to be in need of such 
supervision. 


A semester plan of promotion in the High School, with those 
who failed in the first half year’s work starting over again with 
the second half, has served to spur on a number of students 
who had not been working to their fullest capacities. The 
introduction of a similar semi-annual promotion in the grades, 
is contemplated. This would make it possible for delinquents 
to regain lost ground in one half a year, instead of a year, and 
would also advance the more brilliant pupils with greater rapid- 
ity. 
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Visits to the schools by members of the City Government 
would lead to a better understanding of conditions, and would 
be of great interest to all. It is hoped that all who can, will 
inspect the various classes, as in this way the matter of school 
administration would be more generally understood, and the 
joint observation would prove most beneficial.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor of submitting my third annual report, 
which is the forty-first in the series. 


The rapid growth of our city with the accompanying increase 
in school expenditures has led me to emphasize the financial 
portion of this report. Anendeavor has been made to present 
the expenditures in sufficient detail for any inquiry, without 
obscuring the issue in a maze of figures. Besides the general 
statements of expenditures, various tables have been arranged 
to show the distribution of expense among the different depart- 
ments. There are also a few tables of per capita expense for 
comparative purposes. The first statement is based upon the 
municipal fiscal year, in accordance with the appropriations of 
the City of Pittsfield. With this single exception the figures 
are all based upon the school fiscal year. In a growing city 
the expenditures for the municipal year will be in excess of the 
school year which closes June thirtieth. This is due to the fact 
that the expense for equipping the increased number of pupils, 
the increases in salaries, and the other items appear in the last 
quarter of the calendar year, but do not appear in the report 
of the last school year. 


Upon the educational side we have presented topics which 
bear directly upon the welfare of the pupils. During the year 
we have made a careful study of the physical condition of all 
the pupils in the grades, and have commenced a vigorous 
campaign to effect an improvement in certain lines. This work 
has brought about definite results, and has afforded a basis for 
even greater benefits in the future. Other advances in organi- 
zation are called to your attention under ‘‘Promotions” either 
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as accomplished facts or as recommendations. No department 
of our school system has shown a more rapid growth than the 
high school. This growth has presented important problems 
relating to the organization and conduct of this school. The 
report of the principal brings out these matters very clearly, 
and should receive careful consideration. The reports of the 
supervisors are pleasing in the manifest spirit of enthusiasm 
and the consequent satisfactory results. 


We are aware that a report of this description which deals 
largely with figures cannot do much more than suggest the 
most serious business of the school. We refer to the moral 
and ethical development of the child. A school system might 
be perfect in organization and employ every modern device for 
the mental development and physical welfare of the child, 
and yet fall far short of its opportunities. Important as are 
the above conditions they are but the means through which 
our schools shall reach their real purpose, that of character 
building.

RETARDATION IN PRIMARY GRADES. 


The above statistics of promotion, retardation, and age are 
presented at their face value. Detailed analysis of such data 
tends toward mis-leading deductions. These statistics are of 
value in showing general tendencies, and frequently reveal dis- 
crepancies in the school organization which otherwise would 
remain unnoticed. 


The promotion statistics show, with the exception of one 
grade, a decreasing percentage of pupils who were not entitled 
to promotion at the close of the school year. There is a closely 
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correspondinglv increasing percentage of those who, through 
lacking the qualifications for full promotion, were given a pro- 
motion on trial. The statistics of retardation correspond with 
those of promotion, the percentage of retardation showing a 
steady decrease throughout the grades. These are but opposite 
ways of stating the fact that the larger proportion of retarded 
pupils are found in the primarv grades. Under the best condi- 
tions this would remain true for several reasons. Many chil- 
dren suffer the first few years of their school life because of their 
non-English speaking parentage. Inclement weather, and 
minor diseases, to which vounger children are subject, cause ir- 
regular attendance with a.consequent failure in school work. 
In these grades are found the pupils who never develop kevond 
a certain point, and are registered in the primary grades when 
they reach the legal age of employment. These natural con- 
ditions cannot be avoided in a cosmopolitan school population. 
They can be counteracted however, and the average percentage 
of retardation for the primary grades, 15.6%, can be reduced 
very materially under proper conditions. One directly effective 
method is by reducing the size of the classes to a number within. 
the power of the teachers. This is especially urgent for the 
first two grades. A second effective method is the introduc- 
tion of special classes of not more than fifteen pupils. To 
these classes are assigned those who are naturally slow in the 
beginning; those who have fallen behind because of irregular 
attendance; those who may need drill in some one subject; 
in short, any who with some individual attention may be held 
in their grade or who may be enabled by individual attention to 
regain lost ground. Such classes are directly of value to those 
immediately concerned, and relieve the regular teacher from 
dividing her time between these and the normal portion of her 
class. These special classes have justified their adoption so 
clearly that they are in very gencral use, and are in practice in 
our schools in so far as we have the facilities. 


To reduce the size of our regular classes and to introduce 
the special classes requires greater school facilities than exist 
at present. In fact the very condition we are seeking to relieve 
is caused primarily by the congestion of pupils. Under a con- 
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dition where the classes are abnormally large it ceases to be pos- 
sible for the teachers to give the individual attention which in 
many cases would bring the pupils up to the requirements for 
promotion. The process becomes automatic. The retarded 
pupils serve to further crowd the grades, and place an added 
demand upon the time of the teacher. The progress of the class 
as a whole is checked and less and less time can be given to in- 
dividual cases. The logical result follows. Every year that a 
condition exists in which there is insufficient room to properly 
carry onthe work tends to increase the percentage ot retardation. 


The seriousness of this problem is emphasized when it is 
remembered that for those who most need an elementary edu- 
cation the majority will continue in school only until the age of 
fourteen. Many of these pupils are concerned but little with 
the grade they may have reached before this age. With them 
it is merely a question of marking time until they may be em- 
ployed. It is our problem to see that their preparation tor 
citizenship be as complete as possible during the period ot com- 
pulsory attendance, and that they do not interfere with the 
normal progress of others. 


SEMI-ANNUAL PROMOTIONS. 


The matter discussed under the previous topic is emphasized 
by a study of the ““Age by Grades” statistics. Adopting the 
customary scale for determining the over-age pupils; seven 
years for the first grade, and one year more for each succeed- 
ing grade, these statistics show that thirty per cent of our pupils 
are above the normal age for their grade. As the age of ad- 
mission is five and one half vears in our local schools the above 
percentage is lower than the actual figures. There are two 
great factors which operate to cause this condition, pupils who 
have been retarded in their grades, and those, chicfly foreign 
born, who enter school above the normal age. There would 
be little purpose in merely examining the cause without apply- 
ing some remedy to the evil. How to mitigate this evil has 
been the subject of much discussion and experimentation. 
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Two of the most beneficial methods for caring for the. retarded 
and overage pupils has been mentioneed above in reference to 
primary grades. The smaller class unit, and the special classes 
are applicable in their benefits to all grades through the high 
school. The smaller class permits a closer attention to the in- 
dividual pupil by the room teacher. The special class gives the 
retarded pupils an opportunity to regain lost ground. The 
foreign born pupils because of their age and previous instruc- 
tion could make, with the proper opportunity, much more rapid 
progress than in a regular class room. This opportunity is ob- 
tained through the special class. 


One fundamental weakness of our school systems has been 
the yearly unit of work with an annual promotion and regrad- 
ing. This large unit has served to check the progress of the 
brighter pupil. A still larger disadvantage has been its effect 
upon the retarded pupil. In many instances the failure of 
promotion is not serious enough to require the repetition of a 
full year. Frequently such pupils have dropped out of school 
rather than to follow this course. An obvious remedy was to 
adopt a plan of semi-annual promotion. This plan has been 
tested thoroughly and is rapidly becoming the general practice. 
In reference to the advantages of this plan let me quote the 
opinion of the late United States Commissioner, William T. 
Harris :— 


““It happens, therefore, that the chief care in the manage- 
ment of the work of instruction in a system of city schools is to 
grade or classify the pupils in such a manner that the interests 
of some are not sacrificed for those of others. The effect of 
placing pupils of different degrees of advancement in the same 
class will be to urge unduly the backward ones, while the pupils 
in advance of the average in the class will have too little work 
assigned them. When bright scholars are kept back for the 
dull ones they acquire loose, careless habits of study. When 
pupils of slower temperament are strained to keep pace with 
quick bright pupils they become discouraged and demoralized. 
Even when pupils are well classified at the beginning of the 
vear, differences begin to develop from the first day, and, after 
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two or three months of good instruction, a large interval has 
developed between the advancement of the slow ones and that 
of the bright ones. Besides difterences in temperament there 
is difterence in regularity of attendance on account of sickness 
and family necessities; these things affect the rate of progress. 
Moreover, the degree of maturity and the amount of previous 
study develop differences. Classification in a school is never 
absolute. No two pupils are exactly of the same degree of 
progress. There are, probably, no two pupils alike in ability 
to do the daily work of the class. From this it is evident that 
there should be frequent re-classification. There should be 
promotions of a few of the best ones from below into the class 
above, and a few promotions from the best of that class to the 
next class beyond. After such promotion has been made 
through all or a portion of the classes of a school from the lowest, 
each class will find itself composed of fair, average, and poor 
scholars, together with a few of the best from the next lower 
class, in place of the few that each has lost by promotion. 
New hope will come to those pupils who were before the poorest 
in the class, and there will be new stimulus given to the best 
pupils, who have been promoted to a higher class, for they will 
have to work earnestly to attain and hold a good rank in the 
new class. But the quick and bright ones thus promoted will 
_ gradually work their way toward the top of the class again. 
The slow ones in the class may be passed by successive platoons 
of bright ones introduced into the class from below, but they will 
pick up new courage on every occasion when they find them- 
selves brought to the top of the class by the process of transfer- 
ring the bright ones who had begun to lead them into too fast 
apace. This sifting-up process, as here described, corrects the 
disease known as ‘lock-step’ in the graded schools. The yearly 
promotion plan leads to careless teaching on the part of the teach- 
er who has to adapt his instruction to the average of the class; 
knowing, at the same time, that such instruction Jacks interest 
to the best pupils because they are already familiar with the 
subjects, and knowing, secondly, that it is too difficult for the 
least advanced pupils, for the reason that they lack the insight 
which a half-year’s more study has given to the pupils of aver- 
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age advancement. City schools, village schools, and rural 
schools that grade their pupils with intervals of a year between 
the classes are to be criticized chiefly for this fault. They are 
called ‘stiflers of talent’ because they do not provide sufficient 
work for the ablest and brightest pupils, and keep them marking 
time with the less advanced pupils. Moreover, they dis- 
courage the slower pupils by requiring more work from them 
than they can accomplish. 


““The best city grading is “flexible” and ‘elastic’ because 
the intervals between classes are small—only ten or twenty 
weeks. It is easy to promote the brightest pupils over such a 
small interval. When they begin to show a power to do a 
much larger amount of work than the majority of the class they 
will find it possible to keep up with the average of a higher class. 


““ All schools at work need constant readjustment of classi- 
fication, and this can be made when the intervals between classes 
are at their minimum. Thirty classes between the first year 
and eighth year are possible in large schools in cities. That all 
cities do not avail themselves ot this possibility is one of the 
most serious defects in American school supervision. 


““It is a terrible arraignment of the schools graded on the 
one-year interval plan to accuse them of stifling talent in the 
bright pupils and of discouraging the dull pupils until they lose 
their self-respect. The old ungraded school did not commit 
this error of destroying the habits of industry in bright pupils 
by yoking them with dull ones, or destroying the self-respect of 
the dull ones by constantly provoking comparison between 
them and their companions unequally yoked with them.” 


NEW SCHOOLS. 


The topic of congestion has been discussed in the last two 
annual and in several special reports, but it continues to be a 
timely topic. Each year sees a steady growth in our popula- 
tion with fresh problems in caring for the pupils of our public 
schools. In considering the location and size of our school 
buildings there are two strong factors which must dominate 
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the situation, namely the present demands and the probable 
future needs. The present needs at any one time can be readily 
determined. - Any plan which includes due consideration for 
the future growth of our city must be influenced by the best in- 
formation concerning the growth of the local industries and by 
the experiences of the past. 


There is every reason to believe that our industrial activity 
will increase as rapidly within the next five years as during the 
last half decade. Therefore the experience of the last five 
years should be of value in attempting to formulate a svstematic 
building policy to cover the next few years. Within five years 
three school buildings have been completed. In each instance 
there was wide spread opposition to the proposed size of the 
buildings based on the argument that they were too large for 
any probable demand tor many years to come. This has been 
the result. The Dawes School on Elm Street, is today more 
uniformly occupied than any school in the city. The Plunkett 
School, on Fenn Street, has been filled in three years. The 
Bartlett School, on Onota Street, is the most recent illustration- 
of the increasing demands placed upon the schools of a growing 
city. This building of twelve rooms replaced a two room wood- 
en structure. It was proposed at first to erect a six room build- 
ing. Eight class rooms were considered to be a reasonable 
provision for several years. The proposal to provide a twelve 
room school building received much criticism from the general 
public. The last plan was carricd out with this astonishing 
result. Eleven rooms were occupied with the opening of the 
term in 1912. Within a month it became necessary to seat 
and occupy the twelfth class room. Even then it was impossi- 
ble to provide for the two upper grades of this district. Ifa 
sixteen room building had been erected, fourteen of these rooms 
would have been occupied immediately and the capacity of the 
entire building would have been taxed the second year. In 
short an eight room building erected in what was then a new 
residential section has met the demands for only five years. 
A sixteen room building in the center of the city is filled within 
three years. A twelve room building in a growing section could 
not provide for its own district the first day it was opened. 
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In view of the fact that there is every reason to believe that 
the history of the past five years will repeat itself, but little 
weight can be given to any criticism concerning the erection of 
the larger school buildings. 


If experience has taught that our largest modern school 
buildings have not anticipated the needs for more than three 
years on the average there can be no argument against such 
buildings on the ground that they are looking too far into the 
future. It remains to consider the advisability of such build- 
ings from an educational, administrative and financial view 
point. Unless the pupils are forced to walk an unreasonable 
distance which is not true of any of our present or proposed 
schools, the larger buildings work to the advantage of the pupils. 
For example where a school contains more than one class of 
each grade there is an opportunity for a more equitable plan of 
grading, especially where the plan of semi-annual promotions is 
in force. The larger schools effect an economy in maintenance. 
They require but one principal and one janitor, and are more 
readily accessible to the supervising force. There is also a di- 
rect economy in the erection and heating of one larger building 
over two smaller units. This is by no means an exhaustive 
statement of the advantages of larger school buildings over the 
smaller ones, but is sufficient to show that the advantage is in 
favor of the larger school buildings from whatever ai the 
problem is approached. 


The general situation has not materially changed within the 
past year except that that congestion in certain districts has 
become more acute. If the Crane School is completed by Sep- 
tember 1913 the district lines of all schools north of East and 
West Streets which include the Bartlett, Tucker, Mercer, Rice 
and Crane Schools may be readjusted and include such limits 
as shall be able to care for all pupils within this territory. 
The congestion at the Briggs School is still one of the serious 
problems. Each year sees a larger number of pupils from this 
district forced to attend other schools. Until this year it has 
been possible to avoid the transfer of the smaller pupils. This 


year it becomes necessary to transfer fifteen first grade pupils, 
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a necessity which caused no little hardship in most instances. 
What has been written and spoken before concerning the 1m- 
mediate need of increased facilities in this district can be re- 
peated more emphatically as each term of school aggravates 
the situation. 


The Redfield School has been unable to care for its district 
for several years. The pupils from the upper grades have been 
transferred to the Plunkett School. There is a rapidly growing 
residential section within this district that brings an increasing 
number of pupils to this school. The Dawes School on Elm 
Street has now reached the limit of its capacity and is situated 
in one of the two most rapidly growing districts in the city. 
This school is so situated that transfers to other schools except 
for the older pupils are almost out of the question. It was de- 
signed to seat three hundred and thirty six pupils. On January 
first there were three hundred and sixty pupils belonging to this 
school. By utilizing the kindergarten room it has been possible 
to accommodate these extra pupils this year. It will be neces- 
sary another vear to transfer the eighth grade pupils to other 
buildings. 


The Briggs, Redfield and Dawes Schools constitute a group 
of buildings so situated that increased facilities at two points 
will relieve all three buildings. This may be done in two ways. 
An addition to the Briggs School, and a new building between 
the Dawes and Redfield Schools, would immediately relieve the 
first school and provide for the overflow f om the other two 
schools. 


A second arrangement would place the new building some 
where in the vicinity of the Pomeroy property on West Housa- 
tonic Street, and would provide an adequate addition to the 
Dawes School. This second arrangement appears to be the 
better one. The new building would relieve both the Briggs 
and Redfield Schools and would provide a more convenient 
school for the pupils beyond the New York, New Haven Rail- 
road who now attend the Redficld School, from as far as Gale 
Avenue. Either arrangement would enable these schools to 
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provide for all the pupils of their respective districts. As the 
situation stands now there are one hundred and forty pupils 
from the Briggs district and fifty from the Redfield district at- 
tending other schools, while the Dawes School is just able to 
care for its pupils this year.

MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


The results from the first year of systematic medical inspec- 
tion in our schools has justified this work here as has been the 
experience elsewhere. The sixteen larger schools have had week-

ly visits from a physician. At this time all suspicious cases 
have been submitted for examinations, and excluded pupils 
have presented themselves for re-admission. The benefit has 
been two fold. The children suffering from any contagious 
diseases have been excluded from school, and the parent noti- 
fied, in regard to the nature of the disease. A still larger bene- 
fit has been to the schools as a whole in that the majority of 
the pupils have been reasonably free from the danger of con- 
tagion. In instances where there were more than one case of 
any serious disease whole classes and schools have been watched 
carefully. Through this care three cases of diphtheria were de- 
tected before they reached a virulent form. The result of per- 
mitting even these three pupils to remain in school can only be 
surmised. Certainly no parent would care to take such a risk. 
By far the greater number of exclusions were for pediculosis. 
How to cope with this offensive and particularly contagious 
form of parasitic disease is the most perplexing problem in con- 
nection with the medical inspection. The pupils afflicted be- 
long to two main groups, those who lack cleanliness and general 
care; and those who are infected by the first group. The latter 
group present little difficulty. A single notice to the parents 
is sufficient to secure prompt attention. The pupils of the first 
group may be classified almost as chronic cases. Usually every 
pupil in the same family is afflicted, and presumably every 
member of the family. Even if the heads of the school pupils 
are cleaned thoroughly it is but a short time before the same 
children are reported again. This situation although unsatis- 
factory could be handled if the children were returned to school 
promptly. In many instances the notification is entirely dis- 
regarded by those in sympathy with the parent who protested 
against exclusion saying, ‘‘everybody knows that lice are as 
natura] to children as freckles.” It requires a threat of legal 
action to secure any result in these cases. Other parents are 
well intentioned but are not thorough in the treatment. What- 
ever may be the cause the result is that a too large proportion of 
these children are extremely irregular in attendance, with the 
consequent loss of interest and accomplishment in their school 
work. A regard for the safety of the majority compels the ex- 
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clusion of all pupils suffering from pediculosis. It results from 
this policy that a considerable body of children, innocent 
offenders in the main, are robbed of their school privileges be- 
cause the parents will not or cannot keep their heads free from 
pediculi. To punish through the courts does not solve the diffi- 
culty. Even this process wastes valuable time, and procures 
no permanent results. The difficulty is that the parents do not 
consider cleanliness as a virtue for themselves and the home 
even it they are forced to give their children spasmodic atten- 
tion. This problem must be solved by reaching the homes 
through a nurse who cannot only practice but teach practical 
hygiene. It is to be earnestly desired that means may be se- 
cured to provide this fundamental service. Emphasis is given 
to this feature of the medical report because of its large propor- 
tion to the whole. The prevalence of pediculosis shows a wide 
spread disregard for this disease in the homes where it exists, 
and the necessity for teaching the virtue of personal cleanliness. 


Two instances will serve to show the diversified benefits 
from medical inspection. A child bruised her forehead near the 
eye. This bruise festered, and was pronounced by the school 
physician to be badly infected. The home totally disregarded 
the matter other than to bandage the head with a dirty rag. 
Through the co-operation of the Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children the child was treated at the hospital and 
blood-poisoning, with the possible loss of an eye, was narrowly 
averted. In the second instance the school physician discover- 
ed a deep sore upon the arm of a little girl of which even the 
teacher wasignorant. The same method as above was followed. 
In the opinion of the physicians if this child’s condition had not 
been detected she would have lost her arm. Hardly a reader 
of this report, outside those connected with school and charity 
work, can appreciate the extent of the need of medical over- 
sight and care among the children in our schools who are more 
than neglected in their homes. No money has been better ex- 
pended than the one percent ot the total budget appropriated 
for this purpose.

Under the general head of medical inspection we have be- 
gun an annual physical examination of all pupils in the grades, 
with an accumulative record card system. This record will 
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afford, after a few years, an opportunity to judge of the general 
tendency of any individual pupil or of the pupils as a whole. 
Superintendent Maxwell of New York City has said, ‘‘ Now it is 
quite obvious that a child who cannot breathe properly because 
ot adenoid growths in the throat, or who cannot masticate his 
food because of defective teeth, or who cannot see because of 
defects in his eyesight cannot do his school work. Upon such 
children the expenditure of the taxpayers’ money is largely 
wasted.” 


It is to determine just who these children are that public 
schools have considered it expedient to make general and con- 
tinuous physical examinations. The detailed report above 
shows that the examinations have gone beyond the eyes, ears, 
throat and teeth. The accumulation of such data is in itself 
of little value, but may be made to serve a double purpose. 
Wherever any defects are noted the attention of the parents 
is called to the matter, and they. are urged to secure medical 
advice. In all cases the information obtained through this 
examination enables the teachers to make special concessions 
for pupils unable to do the full work, or in the case ot the eyes 
and ears, to seat the pupils where defective sight or hearing will 
be of as little disadvantage as possible. The first and largest 
purpose is to secure a direct benefit to each pupil concerned. 
So far the results have been extremely encouraging. As a 
whole the parents have given serious consideration to the noti- 
fications, and where the eyes and teeth were concerned they 
have acted promptly. A careful record ot these cases is kept 
by each teacher in order that we may gauge the response of the 
parents, and later again urge those to secure treatment who 
failed to act upon the first notification. 


Here again as a rule the most serious cases of need are found 
among the pupils whose parents through ignorance, neglect or 
poverty make no attempt to correct the physical defects of 
their children. It is very probable that through a visitation 
of such homes by a tactful nurse many children would avail 
themselves of the hospital clinics to secure the much needed 
attention. 
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In respect to the teeth the record shows that considerably 
more than half of the children need the services of a dentist. 
The condition of the teeth ot many school children is deplorable 
almost beyond belief. No amount of urging would secure an 
improvement in the majority of these cases unless free dental 
service could be obtained. One of the most encouraging 
features of the situation has been the spirit of the local dentists 
to give of their time and skill to make this possible. There 
appears to be but little doubt that before long we shall have a 
free school dental clinic conducted by our local dentists. To 
any who are familiar with the results of neglected teeth among 
school children such a clinic appears like the beginning of a 
new era. ; 


Nine hundred and twelve cases of adenoids or enlarged ton- 
sils are reported, the second largest percentage reported in the 
physical examination. These defects are a primary cause for 
much of the retardation found in the grades. A list of pupils 
suffering from pronounced cases of either of these defects, es- 
pecially adenoids, would be almost identical with that of the 
backward pupils. In other words pupils whose normal breath- 
ing is interrupted by adenoids are usuallv found to be retarded 
in their mental development, cither in a slowness to compre- 
hend, or more frequently in a listlessness, and lack of interest. 
To effect a betterment in this respect requires a surgeon’s knite. 
Many parents either through fear or lack of means hesitate to 
subject their children to even this.simple operation. No class 
of children are exempt from these afflictions, but unfortunately 
they occur more frequently and are more pronounced among the 
children from the poorest homes where there is the least hope of 
any steps toward improvement. The very hopclessness of the 
situation makes it the more pathetic. These pupils are deprived 
of a chance to avail themselves of their opportunity to gain an 
elementary education through the lack of a simple operation. 
All that the public schools can do at present is to give such 
children as much individual attention as possible. 


Nearly fifteen percent of the pupils require the attention of 
an oculist. Here the outlook for improvement is more encour- 
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aging. Fortunately the free clinics at our hospitals bring the 
service of an oculist within the reach of all. Again there is no 
fear of the surgeon’s knife to frighten the parent and child. 
Many parents have responded to the notification of the teachers, 
and have provided their children with glasses. Even in the 
cases when this has not been done the teacher is able to see that 
due consideration is paid to this defect in any particular child. 


Outside of the teeth, throat, nose and the eyes, the defects 
noted bear a small ration to the whole, and do not materially 
affect the school work of the pupils concerned. The physical 
examinations as a whole have been of great value to the teach- 
ers. It brings to their attention as nothing else could the fact 
that many pupils are laboring under a serious disadvantage in 
their attempt to maintain the pace of the school room. Is 
should result in a renewed and deepened sympathy for those lest 
fortunate in their physical endowments. 


MEMBERSHIP AND ATTENDANCE. 


The detailed tables of membership and attendance to be 
found later in the report are of interest in showing the steady 
growth of the school population. For the last two complete 
school years, and the tall term the average membership was as 
follows:

It is extremely gratifving to note the increase in percentage 
of attendance. The slight increase for the past term is especially 
eratifving because of the unusual amount of illness throughout 
the schools. This improvement in attendance can be brought 
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about only by the most persistent effort of the teachers, and 
much credit is due them. No more important lesson can be 
inculcated into the life of the child than punctuality and regu- 
larity in their school attendance. In the majority of people 
their virtues result from habits formed early in life, hence the 
desirablity of emphasizing them in connection with their school 
life.

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HIGH SCHOOL. 


Mr. Clair G. Persons, Superintendent of Schools: 
Pittsfield, Mass. 


My dear Mr. Persons:— 


I herewith submit my second annual report as principal of 
the Pittsfield High School. 


In mv report of last vear 1 had the honor of making certain 
recommendations in regard to the equipment and opportunity 
for conducting the school from the administrative standpoint. 
In that report I pointed out what seemed to me to be the ab- 
solutely necessary changes and additions in order that the school 
might be administered economically and to the best advantage. 
I want to express my appreciation of your own endeavors and 
those of the committee to realize these changes. The cutting 
of a door and the using of an adjoining small room, formerly a 
class room, and the buying of certain necessary equipment has 
greatly facilitated the office work. We, are, however, still 
badly handicapped for want of the telephones and time system. 
I amin great hope that during the present year it will be possible 
to add the last named and much needed improvements. 


At the beginning of the year the Commercial section was 
transferred to the Reed building which had been well equipped 
for the work. The result in lessening the congestion at the high 
school building and in affording the Commercial section ade- 
quate room and equipment has been highly satisfactory and 
has offset any disadvantages or inconveniences of administering 
the work ot two buildings. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The school is now tully organized into very definite depart- 
ments each with its responsible head who assists in systematiz- 
ing and supervising the work of the several major groups into 
which the various subjects are arranged. 
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From the faculty several committees have been appointed 
to secure the very desirable end that each teacher may bring 
to bear influence and personality and become a definite integral 
part of the school organization and the school life over and 
above the duties of mere instruction. The work of the Library 
Committee will serve as an example: The school library has 
been arranged in systematic order, the books labeled, cata- 
logued according to the Dewev system, a card index prepared, 
regulations of use and loan privileges established, provision 
made for some teacher to be always in charge when the library 
is open, the pupils instructed in its use, a plan for cooperation 
with the Public Library established, etc. 


The High School Teachers’ Club, a social organization of 
all the high school teachers has proved both delightful and pro- 
fitable and been a great factor in establishing an excellent esprit 
de corps and the community of interest that makes for united 
action. It is planned to inaugurate the system of faculty ad- 
visers during the present year. Notices are sent each week tc 
the parent or guardian in all cases where the pupils’ attendance 
has not been perfect, showing the day or days of absence, tardi- 
ness or dismissal. 


In all cases of unsatisfactory work tor each past month 
the home is notified of such delinquency, together with 
the apparent reason, and the grade of conduct for the same 
period. 


The school is conducted on the general policy of the greatest 
good to the individual student and at the same time to become 
of the greatest service to the community as an educational and 
social institution. Discipline is not considered as separate from 
the work of the school and made a particular feature, but as 
the process by which the student acquires and developes social 
selt-control. It is the aim of this school that what formal 
““discipline”” is exercised shall be corrective rather than retri- 
butive and punitive only in so far as the particular individual 
insists upon the same as the only convincing argument in the 
matter at issue. 
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A serious attempt is being made to determine the efficiency 
of the high school both on the educational side and in its social 
aspect. This includes a study of the students who have enter- 
ed, the numbers lost, and so far as is possible the reasons for 
such loss; the numbers graduated from the different courses, 
those who have entered college and other higher schools and 
their records there; the percentages of success and failure in 
each department and at present each section of each department 
and the causes for failure; the factors of attendance percentages 
and punctuality; the comparative apparent efficiency of de- 
partments and instructors; the comparative value of different 
books within departments; the conservation of text books and 
supplies; and the motivation of conduct. The accumulation 
and systematizing of such data entails a vast deal of work, and 
its evaluation requires both discrimination and an intimate 
knowledge of the tactors concerned; but only by such study can 
a real understanding of our own peculiar conditions be secured 
and a definite policy formulated which shall secure for the school 
its proper development for the best interests of its pupils and 
the community. 


MANUAL ARTS. 


T he following quotation is part of the report adopted by the 
High School Masters’ Club of Massachusetts at its last meeting 
in Boston, in January of this year. | 


““The demand for the teaching of manual arts in the high 
school is founded on the need of the pupil. It has grown out of 
the dissatisfaction of the people with the narrow, one-sided 
curriculum ot the sccondary school. 


We have come to realize that the disciplinary value ot work 
which makes for vocational training may be greater than that 
which comes from the so-called cultural studies. 


The study of manual arts in the high school has three dis- 
tinct values:— 
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1. It helps the student to find himself. 


Nearly two-thirds of the pupils in our public schools leave 
school at the age of sixteen, or earlier. . This is because of lack 
of inclination to stay or the necessity of bread winning. For 
“the most part they enter and remain in the ranks of unskilled 
labor, at the lowest wages and in the most unstable positions. 
These pupils need the stimulus of courses that lead to quick or 
greater efficiency in wage earning. Many students have no 
definite aim at entrance to the high school, or even at gradua- 
tion from it. Chance determines their vocation, and usually 
chance makes a mistake. Manual arts help the uncertain boy 
to determine his bent and to choose more intelligently his vo- 
cation. 


2. It enables the high school to adapt itself to the needs of 
its community. 


That high school is best: that best meets the needs of its 
immediate localitv. Communities may be divided into com- 
mercial, manufacturing, and agricultural; vocational courses 
may be so shaped as to meet the needs of any or all. 


3. It furnishes direct vocational training. 


A high school course in manual arts does not aim to make a 
foreman or a journeyman workman of the boy, or an expert 
dressmaker or milliner of the girl. Such must be left to the 
shop. The school should be able, however, to turr out stu- 
dents who rank as advanced apprentices, and whose academic 
and technical training has been such that, if they have the right 
qualities, they can forge rapidly to the front in their chosen 
trades. i 


Work in manual arts, undertaken for vocational training 
should not be undertaken without well equipped shops and 
skilled special teachers. To play with the manual arts is to 
invite contempt for them at the start. It may not be necessary 
or advisable to attempt many lines of work. but what is under- 
taken sho 1d be done thoroughly and as nearly as possible under 
shop conditions. Every stroke should count towards definite 
construction. 
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There is mcre mental discipline, more technical skill and far 
greater interest in making something of mechanical value, than 
in doing of “*exercises”” or in playing with tocls. Work must 
ke the keynote of all the arts. The old manual training failed 
because 1t was educational only; the new technical training will 
succeed because 1t is educaticnal and vocational. 


Technical and Domestic Science Courses should have all 
the time possible given to their distinctive work. A few hours 
a week will not develop skill, vocational or otherwise; all the 
time that can be given will not develop much. That must come 
from the experience of the work shop. 


In the Manual Arts Course, so far as the resources of the 
school will permit, the work should be so arranged as to give 
each student in junior and senior years opportunity to choose 
between additional shop work and academic work and to spec- 
ialize along chosen lines. This allows the student to fit for 
higher technical schools, if he so desires, or to gain additional 
skill in wood-working, forging, machine shop practice, dress- 
making, or millinery. 


Al the attendant academic studies, English, mathematics, 
science, and drawing can be made to bear directly upon this 
technical work and so be vitalized because the pupil appre- 
ciates their use and application.” 


The above is in the nature of comment regarding the Man- 
ual Arts Courses already adopted and in operation in almost all 
the Cities and in many of the larger towns of the state, and is 
intended merely to state the place and scope of vocational work 
in the ‘‘general high school of average size”, and not intended 
as an argument to induce the formation of such Courses. The 
need, in general, for any such argument is recognized as 
long since passed. ‘‘One example is worth a thousand 
arguments”” says Gladstone: and hundreds of examples 
all over the United States are but collateral evidence in 
behalf of a system that is universal in the industrial coun- 
tries of Europe. 
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ATHLETICS AND PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


The value ot athletics in the high school seems to be very 
generally misunderstood. Under proper auspices, **Athletics 
aftord opportunity for exercise and development of certain so- 
cial and moral qualities of the highest order, —courage, hardi- 
hood, endurance, presence of mind, cooperation, quickness in 
thought and action, skill, self control, generosity, honesty, fair- 
ness, steadfastness in defeat as well as in victory, and, in general, 
the qualities that make a strong, honorable manhood’. Un- 
fortunately there can be, and often are, conditions under which 
there are developed qualities quite the opposite of these. That 
athletics can be made of great value in the school is clearly evi- 
dent. There remains to be developed for our American schools 
a better system, which shall moderate, the severity of the games 
played, and emphasize the enjoyment and advantages of sport 
and physical improvement rather than the mad delight of win- 
ning inter-scholastic contests. 


The ct iet value of athletics to the school is that the interested 
onlookers catch somewhat the spirit and something of the ex- 
hileration of the contest and have afforded an opportunity for 
the better development of a united school spirit, which can often 
be carried over from sports into the more serious work of the 
school. The major branches of athletics, however, engage the 
active interest of only a small minority of pupils, almost in- 
variably leaving out those who most need exercise and physical 
development. 


One of our crying needs, and a matter of vital importance to 
the pupils of the school is systematic physical culture, under a 
trained and competent director who shall also have under his 
immediate charge the development and training of all the ath- 
letic teams of the school. I would recommend that this 
matter be made a subject of consideration for the school 
board to see what may be done toward the betterment of 
local conditions.

STATISTICS—TABLE II 
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The above tables are presented as showing certain interest- 
ing characteristics of the school. No attempt is made at a 
detailed analysis. It will be observed (TABLE I) that the high 
school is being called upon to continue the education of a num- 
ber of young people of the community equal to and in fact 
slightly greater than the number of those who complete the 
work of the city elementary schools. The ratio of these 
two factors and the per cent of entering pupils to the 
whole enrollment has for the past five years been very 
nearly a constant. 


The rapid growth of the school is shown in Table II. The 
items of the other columns are for the most part also self 
explanatory. As the percentages are doubtless fairly char- 
acteristic, certain facts and tendencies are rather strikingly 
shown. 


Table ITI covers only the last school year. It is rather sug- 
gestive in that the figures represent not comparisons but are 
for the actual personnel of the year and show just what num- 
bers were enrolled and of these identical students what numbers 
were lost and where the losses occurred. It should be stated 
that this loss is neither abnormal for the school nor excessive 
when compared with other schools of our type. Some relation 
however, may be found between the facts presented and the 
suggestions found under the caption ‘‘Manual Arts,” and in 
the recommendation to extend the Commercial Course so as to 
relieve the excessively heavy schedule necessitated by a two 
years’ course. 


At the present time we have thirty teachers handling 711 
recitation periods per week and two special teachers who devote 
six periods per week in addition. This brings into constant use 
every present availakle room that can be used for recitations 
including the Reception Room. With the normal increase of 
next vear, and the additional classes which will come in at mid- 
year we shall again have to face the problem of increased ac- 
commodations or curtail the work of the school. 
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THE HIGH SCHOOL AND THE COMMUNITY. 


It is only by the process of abstraction that we are licensed 
as citizens to think of the high school and community as sep- 
arate. The relationships are mutual and inter dependent. 
The school is parent and child to the community—child in 
that 1t is organized, maintained and supported by direct authori- 
ty of the community; parent in that among its pupils are found 
those who will be largely influential in establishing the ideals 
and doing the work of the next generation of citizens. Because 
of this fact the school should be recognized as an institution that 
requires sympathetic support, and that the measure of this 
support is expressed in terms of loyalty, a spirit of helpfulness 
and a desire to render concrete, positive aid, of which the finan- 
cial maintenance is but one essential part. 


Under the free conditions existing in American society today 
we neither expect or desire the conditions of paternalism that 
pertain in the European countries. And for just this reason 
the sense of proprietorship, personal interest, and local civil 
pride should cause us to get acquainted with conditions as they 
are, to know whereot we speak, to surpress judgment until we 
have adequate ground for decision and to resent unwarranted 
slurs, innuendo, and any exploitation for the sake of sensational- 
ism, Of the mistakes our boys and girls sometimes make in the 
process of becoming men and women. We should earnestly 
seek to build up, to extend our confidence, to offer our friendly 
advice and friendly criticism and bring into reality a kindly, 
wholesome public opinion of this, not the least of our self- 
constituted institutions—as an object of pride to the community 
and ot which we may justly feel proud. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 
A. EQUIPMENT. 
(1). The immediate installation of telephones and electric 


time system, and a small amount ot needed office equipment 
necessary to enable us to conduct the school economically in an 
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efficient and businesslike manner, and which shall be commen- 
surate with the dignity of the school and the pride of the city, 
and compare at least somewhat favorably with the administra- 
tion department of other schools ot like size. 


(2). The rescating of several rooms whose desks and seats, 
trom long use, are in a deplorable condition and past profitable 
repair. 


(3). A small expenditure to make the dressing room ac- 
commodations suitable for the use of the athletic teams. 


B. ORGANIZATION. 


(1). The immediate extension of the Commercial Course 
so as to offer a four years cf work in this department, retaining 
the two years’ course as offered at present. 


(2). The appointment of a physical director, who shall also 
have charge of Athletics, and the establishment of courses in 
physical culture for ail students of the school. 


(3). The establishment of a course in Musical appreciation, 
open by election, to all students. 


(4). A consideration of the whole matter of the need, ad- 
visability and possibility of practical Manual Arts in tbe school 
or the alternative of cooperative industrial training, and the 
taking of such steps as shall be necessary to realize, as soon as 
practicable, any favorable decision regarding the same. 


In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of your con- 
tinued confidence and support and that of the committee in all 
matters regarding the administration of the school.

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EVENING SCHOOLS. 


The past two years have brought an increase in the attend- 
ance at the evening school. This is true both in respect to the 
number registered, and in the average attendance. This in- 
crease 1s due to a large extent to the compulsory attendance of 
illiterate minors. The work of the evening school may be di- 
vided roughly into elementary classes in reading and writing 
English, an upper grade in arithmetic, and a high school de- 
partment where book-keeping, drawing, stenography and type- 
writing are taught. The elementary classes are composed of 
adults who either voluntarily or because of the compulsory law 
are endeavoring to obtain some mastery over a strange tcngue. 
These classes are marked by an earnestness which shows that 
they are actuated by a strong purpose. The upper grade class 
is composed largely of younger pupils who left school before the 
completion ot the grammar school course and desire to continue 
work in arithmetic. This class starts with a large attendance. 
Before many weeks the novelty wears off, and the pupils drop 
out rapidly. This class is closed usually before the end of the 
term. Inthe high school department many pupils are attracted 
by the classes in stenography and typewriting. These two 
subjects possess a peculiar fascination for young people, and a 
considerable number enroll in one or the other or both. Here 
again they discover that to master these subjects requires close 
application and steady practice. Consequently their curiosity 
is satisfied within a short time, and these classes are closed early 
because of a small attendance. 


The above statement ot conditions is based upon the ex- 
perience of several vears and leads to very certain deductions. 
It appears obvious that some method must be pursued to bring 
about a greater stability in the upper grade class. This work 
is presented on the principle that a certain number of pupils 
feel the need ot further preparation and would avail themselves 
of such an opportunity. It is prcbable that in the majority of 
instances the pupils who enter this class purpose to remain. 
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There are two plausible explanations of the reason why so many 
drop out early in the term. Most of those enrolled are young 
pupils who are emploved throughout the day, and they soon 
find they lack the stimulus to attend school three evenings a 
week. It is also true that boys and girls of this age require a 
constant pressure to hold them to a certain line of procedure. 
Under the present condition of voluntary attendance this pres- 
sure is lacking and when the original ambition falters it is a 
natural impulse to drop out. Numerous places have solved 
this problem in part by a registration fee which is 1eturned to 
those attending a stated percentage of evenings. This method 
is open to certain objections. It does, however, serve to dis- 
courage all except those who are in earnest and it tends to 
hold many who otherwise would fall before the first discourage- 
ment. The writer questions whether the material gain in 
knowledge of any pupil who drops out during the term is not 
more than offset by a weakening of their character by leaving 
a task unfinished. The same general criticism and suggestion 
can be made concerning the classes in stenography and type- 
writing. In addition it should be noted that these two subjects 
are peculiar in that there is no permanent benefit in their study 
unless it is continued and constantly practiced. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether there has been enough benefit de- 
rived from these classes to warrant their continuance under 
any condition. . 


Whether there would be a sufficient response on the part of 
the public to warrant the introduction of other subjects in the 
high school department could be determined only by experi- 
ment. Courses in English composition, correspondence, hbis- 
tory, civics, commercial geography, and perhaps other subjects 
could be made very helptul to a large number of those engaged 
in clerical work or in mercantile establishments. Certainly 
the character ot our evening school course should be studied 
carefully with the object of making it of service to a far larger 
number than now attend.

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KINDERGARTEN REPORT. 


Mr. Clair G. Persons, Superintendent of Schools: 


DEAR SIR: 


The four kindergartens opened this fall with the usual over- 
flow of attendance. Owing to the change of the division line 
from Francis Avenue to North Street and to the opening of no 
kindergarten in the new Bartlett School, the Tucker kinder- 
gartens received applications enough for two kindergartens. 


At the Read building, where the kindergarten was to be left 
with the Commercial High School, the children were not re- 
ceived until September ninth, as the changes in the building 
were not completed on September third. The kindergartners, 
however, spent their time at the school as usual. We owe 
Mr. Pratt and Mr. Wraught both sincere thanks for their con- 
sideration ot the little children and their successful efforts to 
make the combination of high school and kindergarten har- 
monious. 


Few outsiders understand the introduction which the kin- 
dergarten gives the child to his environment :—the world of 
trade and of nature. It is the custom for kindergarten children 
to be given the actual experience of visiting the woods, the 
farm, the shoemaker, the blacksmith, the carpenter, the baker 
and the toy shop. Some results of these visits you will see rep- 
resented in the games where the children play that they are the 
tradesman as well as the characteristic implements of his trade. 
An outsider watching the children's dramatic setting of such a 
game, will be reminded of the primitive play given by the work- 
men in *“* Hamlet” where one man represents the wall, another 
the hole in the wall, and so on. 


Such a visit was made by the Read kindergarten to the 
Flower Shop window to see the fishes. The proprietor kindly 
brought all the children inside and the next day surprised them 
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by sending down a large globe of rare varieties of gold fish and 
by coming himself to tell the children the names and queer 
habits of the fishes. 


We are indebted to Mr. Cooley for permission to visit his 
model farm at Abbey Lodge, although the measles prevented 
our going; to Mr. Victoreen for extending us a cordial invita- 
tion to visit the school workshop; and to the Department Stores 
which never forget the children at Christmas time. 


One of the most interesting and puzzling subjects for chil- 
dren is the tracing of natural processes. Psychologically this 
is very important for a mind trained to see things in their true 
relation to other things can understand and memorize better 
than one which sees things as separate units. The making of 
butter from cream is so simple to manage and so visible a change 
that it is chosen as a typical process for the children themselves 
to attempt. ““Churning'” day makes quite a festive occasion 
to which the children's parents are invited. Quite often some 
child proudly brings biscuits baked by his mother to spread 
the butter upon.. 


Other processes which are of the greatest interest to the chil- 
dren are the transformation of the caterpillar into the moth or 
butterfly and the hatching of the butterflies’ eggs into tiny 
caterpillars; and the growth of toads’ or frogs’ eggs from poly- 
wog to frog or toad. Thcse changes take place right in the 
kindergarten room and are watched for with the closest atten- 
tion each day. To one kindergarten child these processes were 
so new and wonderful that he suspected them in everything. 
One day he asked what he would turn into when he grew up 
and what would his name be then. The change of seeds or 
bulbs into flowers in outdoor or indoor gardens is a process in 
which the children feel that they are able to participate since 
they plant, weed and water the garden. This alertness for all 
of nature's surprises is a starting point of interest in natural 
processes which may easily be kept awake by tathers and moth- 
ers or older brothers and sisters. Later it will be needed in the 
High School sciences of biology, botany, mineralogy and chem- 


istry. 
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A grown person will be amazed at the relationships so clear 
to him which are hidden from little children. This accounts 
for the mistakes of city children who regard bottles as the 
source of milk and a store as the starting place of hay, eggs, and 
all farm produce. 


These natural transformations are expressed as games by 
the children. They play without self-consciousness and with 
an intense absorption which a visitor should respect, although 
the attempts of the little bodies to symbolize flying birds or 
swimming fishes may be awkward. 


With the coming of Thanksgiving and Christmas, the chil- 
dren wish to actually do something for others. Besides making 
presents for the Christmas tree, the children brought practical 
gifts ot food and clothing for families where sickness has caused 
need. Another little act of kindness was the singing of Christ- 
mas sones to the ‘‘Grandmothers” as the children call the white- 
haired ladies of the Berkshire Home. 


The kindergarten is no exception to the occasional ills and 
accidents. The school phvsicians and the kindergartners often 
help out the parents in taking the children to the hospital for 
treatment. Miss Osborne, the city nurse, has also been very 
kind in assisting in this work. Miss Osborne considers the 
school children our most hopeful field ot work amcng the foreign 
people who have homes in Pittsfield. 


The kindergarten emphasizes the independence of the 
home and school, because ours is the grade nearest to the home; 
it represents the child’s first experience, excepting the Sabbath 
school, in a class of his peers. Calls and Mothers’ Mectings are 
practical methods ot obtaining this co-operation. During the 
past year, two hundred and eighty-five calls have been made 
in the children's homes. Only two of the kindergartens have 
so tar attempted regular Mothers’ Meetings; but these have 
seemed of benefit to both parents and kindergartners. We 
trust that all the kindergartners may, in time, have such meet- 
ings since there are many educational questions to be solved 
of interest to all in the community. 
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Meetings of the Kindergartners have been held once a 
fortnight. Different subjects concerning kindergarten work 
were considered during two terms of the year. In the third 
term, we have been fortunate in having Miss Nugent, the As- 
sistant Supervisor of Music, meet with us and talk over the 
practical ways of connecting grade and kindergarten music. 
Miss Nugent gave us examples from her experience of 
methods beneficial to teachers' voices in both singing and 
speaking. 


At another meeting, Miss Dibble of the High School faculty, 
gave us a brief classification of geometric forms and explained 
her methods of relating algebra and geometry to practical every 
day problems of lite. Miss Dibkle spoke of one great difficulty 
among her pupils; namely the lack of previous experience with 
geometric forms, which causes vague conceptions of cube, tri- 
angle or right angle. The skip from the work with such con- 
crete forms in the kindergarten to the abstract, mental use of 
them in the high school is one of the problems to be worked out 
through the grades. | 


The Annual Teachers’ Convention is to the kindergartners 
one of our most important meetings. Not only the North 
Adams kindergartners joined us at this meeting; but many of 
the grade teachers, as well as several supervisors of music. 
We were delighted to welcome some white-haired ladies and 
gentlemen as well as youthful students trom the Normal 
School and sweet-faced Friends from our neighboring Shaker 
settlement. This varied audience more than filled our room 
and proved the attraction that the subject ‘‘ Music” has for us 
all. Miss Sarah B. Huff of Brooklyn, N. Y. found her audi- 
ence inspiring listeners while we who heard, received new knowl- 
edge of how to help children to sing and at the same time were 
given a delightful song recital. Mrs. Graves of North Adams 
and Rev. Mr. Archibald of Pittsfield also helped make the 
morning memorable. 
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We have held two outdoor meetings where we gathered 
material for kindergarten use, such as berries, seeds, nuts, 
leaves and flowers. 


Another excursion was a trip to North Adams Normal 
School to see the Montessorri material which thev own, but 
do not use. 


A report of the year 1912 would not be complete without 
mentioning the change in our eight kindergartners. Last 
June Miss Delevan, now Mrs. Philip Goewey, and Miss Thick- 
ens, now Mrs. Dr. Charles Leslie, resigned their positions. 
In November Miss Ramsdell resigned to take charge of the only 
kindergarten in Lee, her home town. Miss. Marjorie Kern, 
Miss Anne Smith and Miss Leila Osborne fill these vacancies. 
We still consider Mrs. Adam, the founder of Pittsfield’s free 
kindergartens, Mrs. Goewey, Mrs. Leslie and Miss Ramsdell, 
honorary members of our kindergarten faculty. 


As to the crowded conditions of our schools, the kindergar- 
tens have suffered from this almost more than any other grade. 
There are still nine grades before the High School, because the 
kindergarten is entitled to be counted as the first. A building 
like the Dawes School with eight rooms including a beautiful 
kindergarten room, but filled with eight grades and no kinder- 
garten makes the outlook for a kindergarten there something 
‘fhoped for but unseen.” We trust that in planning a new 
building this fact may not be overlooked. The kindergarten, 
as one principal says, is no longer an experiment. It has proved 
its worth and has taken its place. Its probation period is over. 
The interest that parents and other people feel in our kinder- 
gartens is shown by the four hundred and twelve visitors re- 
corded during the past year. 


As a Joyal part of the school whole, we expect to share the 
“lean” years and their discomforts. We trust, however, that 
when prosperity does descend upon the people, our kinder- 
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garten, which ‘‘starts the children right”, may also share the 
. benefits. We should like to feel that the establishment of only 
four kindergartens in a city of twelve primary school buildings, 


within a period of ten years, is due to poverty rather than preju- 
dice.

DEAR SIR— 


It gives me pleasure to report another year's successful work 
toward which the regular teachers and pupils themselves have 
contributed largely. 


I am able to visit all the schools especially in my charge 
nearly every week. Considerable time this year in the grammar 
schools has been devoted to correct tone placing. This work 
has to do largely with untrained voices. 


Music in the high school this year is elective. Two periods 
are devoted to it. In one class there are about one hundred 
and fifty pupils, and in the other one hundred. They are work- 
ing on Gaul’s cantata, ‘‘The Holy City,” and are planning to 
give a public performance with orchestra and soloists for the 
benefit of the Athletic Association. 


That the pupils may have the opportunity of hearing the 
best in Music many of the schools have purchased phonographs 
with the best records, through their own efforts, others are plan- 
ning to procure a machine as soon as they can. 


Through Miss Nugent, Mr. Goodwin, former supervisor of 
music in Westfield Normal School, gave the teachers a very in- 
teresting and instructive lecture, on the use of the phonograph 
in the public schools. 
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Children who from an early age have had the opportunity 
of hearing good music will appreciate it and their voices will 
early imitate and produce correct tones. 


I take this opportunity to thank the teachers and pupils for 
their hearty cooperation.

To Mr. C. G. Persoms, Superintendent: 


During the past year the results of three years of hard work 
have begun to manifest themselves in a most striking manner 
and expressions of approval received from parents and others 
who are interested in education prove that the efforts have been 
appreciated. 


It is well for the public to understand clearly that school 
music is not a ““frill” to be taught by anyone who hastalent for 
piano-playing. While it is not the most important study on 
the daily program, it is the most helpful because 1t develops 
enthusiasm, alertness, a keen observation, and best of all, — 
concentration. It is much to be feared that the American 
children of today have so many diversions that they become 
unable to concentrate their attention upon any one thing long 
enough to learn it. Therefore, it has been our aim not only to 
teach children to sing, but to keep also in mind the mental dis- 
cipline that comes from the study of music. 


An expression of thanks is due to the kindergarten teachers 
for their co-operation by inquiring into the methods used in 
the first grade and proceeding accordingly to prepare their little 
ones for next vear's work. 


As for the grade teachers, no terms are too strong on which 
to express appreciation of their efforts. There are, perhaps, 
few other cities where so much could have been accomplished 
in so short a time, and yet when we recall the fact that it was 
the work of the Pittsfield teachers a few vears ago that won the 
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gold medal at the St. Louis Exposition, we are not surprised 
at other evidences of their excellence. Many of Pittsfield's 
teachers have entered upon teaching as their life work, and no 
sacrifice of time and strength has seemed to them too great for 
the welfare of the future citizens. With such co-operation as is 
oftered by them and their principals success and rapid develop- 
ment in school music is assured.

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We have endeavored so far as possible to personally investi- 
gate all complaints made to the Board and have devoted on an 
average one day a week to this work. In this connection we 
have received very valuable assistance from former Chief 
William G. White and from Officer Dennis Hogan. Chief 
White was always ready to help us and it was with profound 
regret that we learned of his resignation. 


The collection of garbage has been a' constant source of 
annoyance to us and we have summoned the contractors 
(Zahn Brothers) to appear before the Board on many occasions. 
We anticipate that this trouble will continue and the only rem- 
edy will be the installation of an incineration plant, which must 
sooner or later be erected. The contractors are willing to give 
up their contract with the City but we fear that the City will 
not be able to again obtain so favorable a contract. We there- 
_fore recommend that the contractors be held to their contract 
until some other disposition of the garbage can be made. 


We believe that good work can be done towards eradicating 
contagious diseases in this city if a substantial appropriation is 
made for that purpose. It is our opinion that an appropriation 
of ten thousand dollars could be judicially expended in this 
direction. 


The Anti-Tuberculosis Association has done excellent work 
and the City may well be proud of the existence of this asso- 
ciation. 


The Board keenly appreciates the valuable suggestions and 
assistance given it by Dr. Lyman A. Jones of the State Board 
of Health. The doctor has straightened out many perplexing 
situations during the year and was ready to meet with us at 
all times and places. 


We desire to call attention to the necessity of a contagious 
disease hospital in this city. Such a hospital would solve man 
difficult problems which now confront the Board and which wi 
continue to do so until such a hospital is built. 
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No person who has not been a member of this board has 
any conception of the amount of work involved. There is 
something to be done every day and the compensation of two 
hundred dollars per year allowed each member is entirely in- 
adequate and provision for a larger salary should be made at 
once.

Pittsfield, Mass., January 21, 1913 
His Honor, the Mayor, and Honorable Board of Aldermen: 


Gentlemen :—I hereby submit my report as your inspector 
of milk, animals and provisions for the year 1912. 


During the year, there were issued (64) sixty-four milk 
licenses to dealers in milk. There were also four registration 
certificates to dealers in oleomargarine. The fees of milk li- 
censes, $32.00, and fee for oleomargarine certificates $2.00, 
which totaled $34.00, have been paid to the City Treasurer of 
Pittsfield. 


At my official spring inspection, there were examined physi- 
cally (1162) eleven hundred and sixty-two animals, five of 
which were condemned on account of tuberculosis, and killed 
under the direction of the Bureau of Animal Industry. The 
stables since my previous inspection I find in a better sanitary 
condition, and every owner of animals so far is willing to co- 
operate in the improvement suggested to them by me. 


In April, there was a rabies scare, a dog being the victim, ' 
on examination it proved he was suffering from a nervous dis- 
ease. My second investigation was that of a cow, which evi- 
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dently was affected with a hysteria. In both cases I had the 
animals isolated for a few hours until I made certain my diagno- 
sis. 

Under Slaughter House inspection, I inspected (331) three 
hundred and thirty-one carcasses of beef, (102) one hundred 
and two veals, and (37) thirty-seven hogs. The number of 
carcasses I condemned on account of tuberculosis was (17) 
seventeen beefs and (1) one veal. The condemned meat was 
consigned to the rendering tank; the amount of meat condemn- 
ed totaled about (7900) seventy-nine hundred pounds. 


On inspecting provisions of stores and markets I condemned 
fish, clams, pork and lambs; the condemned. provisions totaled 
(484) four hundred and eighty-four pounds. 


The milk tests made were (121) one hundred and twenty-one, 
but a few of this number proved a shortage of butter fats. 
The owners of the samples of milk, which did not come up to 
the standard were notified to correct the cause. 


There seemed to be less hog cholera among the hogs this 
season, as I only had an occasion to place a quarantine on two 
farms where hogs were suffering from the disease.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 
JUNE, 1912. 


The Berkshire Athenaeum and Museum continue their un- 
obtrusive but highly important work. They are efficient aids 
in promoting the intellectual and moral growth of this com- 
munity, and they contribute in no small degree to the devel- 
opment of those sound qualities which give our city its enviable 
reputation. 


In the library we find a constant increase in the use of the 
books and a continuance of the intelligent help from the li- 
brarian and his trained assistants whereby the value of the 
books is enormously increased. 


The repairs and alterations of the Athenaeum building, the 
necessity for which has been felt for several years past, but 
which have unavoidably been deferred, will be made, we expect 
during the present year. The matter is now in the hands of a 
committee, who will report at the annual meeting. 


The Museum is Pittsfield’s great treasure house, and under 
the fostering care of its generous founder is constantly growing. 
Many valuable gifts have been added during the past year, and 
one of the large rooms has been set apart for a botanical collec- 
tion, of surprising interest, which is now being arranged in cases. 
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We wish all the people of this neighborhood might become 
well acquainted with the Museum and spend much time there. 
It isa rare privilege to have such a noble collection right here in 
our city, and free to all, and we wish again to remind our fellow- 
townsmen that the Museum has never cost Pittsfield anything, 
but that the beautiful building, with nearly all its contents, the 
care of the same and many unpublished benefactions are the 
gifts of Mr. Zenas Crane. 


With the consent of the trustees, a monument of granite and 
bronze has been placed by the Berkshire County Chapter of the 
Sons of the American Revolution at the northwest corner of the 
Museum grounds, to mark the site of the Eastern Tavern, 
where on May Ist, 1775, the expedition for the capture of Fort 
Ticonderoga was planned by Col. Easton, Major John Brown 
and Captain Mott. This was unveiled with patriotic exercises, 
in which a large number of school children took part, on the 
third of July last, as a feature of the celebration of Pittsfield's 
one hundred and fiftieth anniversary.

No. 104. AN ORDINANCE, Amending Section 8 of Ar- 
ticle 1 of Ordinance No. 86 of the General Ordinances of the 
City of Pittsfield. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSFIELD AS FoLLOWS: 


Section 8 of Article 1 of Ordinance No. 86 is hereby amend- 
ed by adding thereto the following :— 


No vehicle shall stop for more than five (5) minutes, ex- 
cept while loading and unloading, on Dunham, School, Allen or 
Eagle Streets. 


No vehicle shall be stored or allowed to repeatedly stand 
upon any public way within the City of Pittsfield, but this 
provision shall not apply to vehicles standing in case of necessity 
in the course of business or in the practice of a profession. 

Approved, August 21, 1912. 


No. 105. AN ORDINANCE, Amending Section 8 of an 
Ordinance on Streets and other Public Places. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSFIELD AS FOLLOWS: 


422 


Section 8 of the above Ordinance is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


Section 8:—No person shall hereafter erect or maintain 
any awning or shade over any part of any street or sidewalk, 
unless the same be safely and securely fastened, and so located 
and constructed as in no wise to incommode travelers, the low- 
est part thereof to be at least eight feet above the sidewalk, and 
in no case to extend beyond the line thereof. No such awning 
or shade shall be erected or maintained without written per- 
mission of the board of public works. Also said board may at 
its discretion issue permits for the erection of markees so-called, 
over the stairway entrance or hallways entrances to business 
and fraternal buildings at such height and dimensions as the 
board may determine. Any person having such permission 
for the erection of awnings, shades or markees, shall conform 
to all directions in relation to the location, extent, materials, 
construction and maintenance thereof which shall be given by 
the said board. 


Approved, August 21, 1912. 


No. 106. AN ORDINANCE, Relative to the Rate of 
Speed of Horses and Vehicles over Bridges. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSFIELD AS FoLLOWS: 


Section 1. All persons are hereby prohibited from riding 
or driving horses at a rate of speed faster than a walk, over any 
bridge within the limits of said city. 


Section 2. All persons are prohibited from propelling 
or causing to be propelled or moved, any automobile, motor-car 
or other vehicle upon or over any bridge within the limits of 
said city, at a rate of speed faster than the walking gait or pace 
of an ordinary horse. 
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Section 3. Whoever violates any provision of this ordi- 
nance, shall be punished by a fine of not more than one dollar.
